Congress Completes Action on Pay 
President to Sign Next Week; Plans Ready 


In a last minute burst of speed, the 
Senate on Monday, 26 Sept., approved 
the Services’ Career Compensation Act 
and the House, at the opening of its ses- 
sion the next day, accepted the Senate 
amendments. 

Thus legislative action was completed 
in record time, leaving only the process 
of printing an engrossed bill for the sig- 
natures of the Speaker of the House and 
the President of the Senate. The signed 
engrossed bill was sent to the White 
House Thursday, 29 Sept., but the Presi- 
dent being in Missouri, and the necessity 
of having to send the draft to the Bureau 
of the Budget and the Departments con- 
cerned for checking, there is little likeli- 
hood that the President can sign it before 
early next week. 

Meanwhile the departments have been 
busy preparing the necessary orders and 
forms to put the new pay tables into 
effect and expect to be ready immediately 
after the President signs the measure.

Navy General Staff 


Top-ranking Navy officers are opposed 
to the adoption of a General Staff system 
by the Navy, according to a report which 
has been on the desk of Navy Secretary 
Matthews for more than a month, and on 
which he has as yet taken no action. 

Resulting from a study originally re- 
quested by Defense Secretary Johnson, 
the report was made by the Navy Gen- 
eral Board at the order of Secretary 
Matthews. It contains the over-allopinion 
of the various bureaus and offices of the 
Navy Department, as boiled down by the 
General Board. 

Opposition to a Navy General Staff 
system, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has 
learned, fell into three main arguments. 
First, a large segment of Navy officers 
believe that such a system would tend to 
create, or at least pave the way for, a 
National General Staff. Second, the Navy 
is already utilizing what it considers all 
of the worthwhile elements of the Gen- 
eral Staff system without operating under 
such a system, per se. And, third, its adop- 
tion would cause a pernicious condition 
whereby Naval officers would cease to 
strive for sea command—their primary 
function—and begin to vie for General 
Staff billets. 

A National General Staff, according 
to the beliefs of at least one group of top 
Navy planners, might subjugate the role 
of the Navy to a landlocked theory of de- 
fense. They point to the record of Ger- 
many during World War II, and the su- 


’ preme German general staff which was so 


dominated by the Army that it complete- 
ly destroyed its Naval air arm. 

In addition, they emphasize that no 
Navy of any nation has ever had a Gen- 
eral Staff system. This in itself, they feel, 
indicates that the system is lacking in 
the elements necessary for its successful

General Bradley insisted that Service 
personnel “should not be called upon in 
peacetime to suffer hardships out of all 
proportion to our standards of living as 
citizens or as compared to Service men in 


“We do not believe that our people 
would want them to endure indefinitely 
what they are now enduring in Alaska,” 


Dramatic support for General Bradley’s 
plea, made after his return from an in- 
spection trip to Alaska, was bolstered by 
the release of incredible pictures which 
showed graphically how military person- 
nel in Alaska are suffering because of 


Slat-board shacks with no plumbing 
whatsoever are renting for $50 a month 
in Nome, Alaska. A tar paper shack at 
Anchorage, occupied by a sergeant, his 
wife and two children, costs $60 per 
month. It has no plumbing or running 
water. And at Anchorage, a 26-apartment 
unit is occupied by officers who must de- 
posit $750 and pay $125 a month for two 
substandard bedroom apartments con- 
verted from surplus military barracks. 
A converted beer van is “home” for an 
enlisted man, his wife and child at An- 
chorage. They must pay $30 a month rent. 
The only facility inside is a small cook

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Gen. Bradley’s Pay Statement 


General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chair- 
man, Joint Chiefs of Staff, this week 
hailed passage of the Military Pay Bill as 
“an endorsement by the American people, 
through their elected representatives of 
the way in which these able Americans in 
the Services are carrying out their as- 
signed missions, both at home and 
abroad.” 

In response to an introduction at a 
luncheon meeting of the National Secur- 
ity Industrial Association in New York 
City, General Bradley said the legislation 
gives to the Armed Forces “a pay plan 
worthy of the American ideal of a fair 
return for a job well done.” 

The text of General Bradley’s remarks 
follows: 

“No one knows better than yourself the 
value of understanding workers, supple- 
mented by capable leadership. No man here 
would attempt to operate an industry, large 
or small, without competent executives and 
administrators, as well as the essential engi- 
neers and specialists who make up an efficient 
organization. 

“As you look over American government, 
and make your own estimate of the tre- 
mendous problems facing this government in 
its present position of world leadership, you 
are undoubtedly concerned. Instinctively, as 
Ido, you may ask: Where are the men who 
must perform these Herculean tasks? 

“I know of only one place where we can 
find the much needed leadership for our gov- 
ernment, and I appeal to American leaders 
In every walk of life, but especially in indus- 
try, to step forward, and contribute to gov- 
ernment the knowledge, the skill, the man- 
agement, and the executive ability for which 
American industry is famous. 

Need For Best Men 


“With the trying years ahead, we need 
now, more than ever, outstanding men in 
public service. If you will help run our gov- 
ernment in the American way, then there 
will never be danger of our government run- 
ning America the wrong way. 

“So long as the American taxpayer cannot 
afford to pay sufficient salaries to attract, in 
competition with business and industry, the 
men government needs, the able citizens must 
make up, in patriotic devotion, the difference 
between the government's executive pay scale 
and their salaries in business. I believe that 
many more men could accept government 
positions for two years or more, and con- 
tribute to the better operation of America. 

“And for those who do not accept a defi- 
nite position, I appeal to you to take advisory 
posts for short periods of time whenever 
called upon. Also, whenever your daily opera- 
tions are associated with the American gov- 
ernment, you can exercise your influence, in 
your local communities, for the benefit of 
Improved citizenship. 

“We used to say that in time of stress, gov- 
ermment needed our best men. Today, and 
for years to come, we can truthfully say that 
our government needs our best men 24 hours 
aday, every day. 

“Your Armed Forces are no exception in 
this requirement. We also need trained and 
Proven leaders, capable of ever-increasing 
responsibility. 

“In war, we have always drawn upon 
Civilian enterprise and industry to supple- 
ment our Regular services for first-rate lead- 
ers. We are not unmindful of long-standing 
cooperation in this matter. 

“However, we have been aware of keen 
post-war competition between the services 
and industry for the talents of the outstand- 
ing young men and women of our country.

@cutive and management fields, you have 
heeded top-notch men. 

American Ideal 

“At the same time, there has been no great 
Dost-war let-up in the need for outstanding 
leadership in the services. And we have been 
at a financial disadvantage in attracting 
Promising young men and women to service 
careers, 

“But two days ago in Washington, the 
United States Senate complemented the 
earlier action of the House of Representa- 
tives in giving the Armed Services a pay plan 
Worthy of the American ideal of a fair return 
for a job well done. 

I know that I speak for every soldier, 
sailor, and airman, and for all the service 
families, when I say that we of the service 
Tealize that the Career Compensation Act is 
More than a pay raise. It is an endorsement 
by the American people, through their elected 
Tepresentatives of the way in which these 
able Americans in the services are carrying 
out their assigned missions, both at home and 
abroad.

In his re- 
port, he tried to bring compensation into 
line with equal responsibility in industry, so 
far as circumstances would permit. Receipt 
of this report was followed by careful con- 
sideration by the Armed Services Committees 
of both the House and the Senate. It was no 
hurried legislation; and I believe that the 
investment of the American people in this 
compensation plan will be paid back a thou- 
sandfold. 

“The accomplishments of this association 
in the past are widely known. Such accom- 
plishments must continue, for they form the 
backbone of American economy. And the 
American defenses are no stronger than our 
economy. 

“To achieve security, we must unite the 
sinews of industry and defense, for when our 
strength and our resources are a synchron- 
ized effort, we need fear no external enemy, 
nor internal subversion. 

“For ultimate security, industry must share 
the best talents of our young men and women 
with the services. 

“And further, members of associations 
such as this one, in the years to come, must 
also shoulder a portion of the leadership, 
through the acceptance of government posi- 
tions, if our American way of life is to remain 
intact and continue to improve. I urge each 
of you to consider and accept this challenge 
as a duty to your country.’’ 





Services’ Pay Plans 

Finance officials of all Armed Services, 
the Public Health Service and the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey this week completed 
final arrangements for implementation of 
the new pay act. With few acceptions, it 
is expected that all personnel affected by 
the act will receive the increases on or 
about 1 Nov. 

During recent weeks, finance and pay 
experts have been readying complex in- 
structions and detailed pay scales for im- 
mediate transmittal to the field after the 
act is made law by the President’s signa- 
ture. 

Here is a brief account of plans made 
by the Armed Services: 

Army—Instructions relative to the pro- 
visions of the Career Compensation Act 
have been drafted for some time and will 
be dispatched to all Army commands im- 
mediately upon the President’s signing of 
the bill. These instructions contain all 
necessary information, including pay 
tables, needed for implementation of the 
act. Further, the instructions will be used 
as authority for payments pending is- 
suance of the necessary Executive Orders, 
and revisions of various regulations af- 
fected by the act. 

Navy — The first Navy and Marine 
Corps payments under the new pay act 
will be made at the end of October. How- 
ever, in the cases of those who are to re- 
ceive increased family allowances, it may 
be two months before the new payments 
are made. 

Instructions have been in the process 
of completion for some time and will be 
sent to all Naval commands via ALNAV 
as soon as the pay measure is signed by 
the President. 

Air Force — Preparations similar to 
those made by the Army and Navy are 
reported. Speaking on behalf of Brig. Gen. 
Kenneth E. Webber, who directs the pay 
activities of the Air Force, Col. John R: 
Gilchrist stated: “Air Force Headquarters 
has instructions ready to send to the field 
so that Air Force personnel throughout 
the world will receive the increase on 1 
Nov. for the month of October.” 

Coast Guard—An ALCOAST has been 
prepared to be issued immediately upon 
the release of the pay ALNAV. The mes- 
sage to be dispatched from Coast Guard 
Headquarters will announce that the 
ALNAV pertaining to the pay legislation 
is applicable to the Coast Guard and will 
outline certain special modifications for 
Coast Guard personnel

Industrialists Meeting 

More than 2000 members of the Na- 
tional Security Industrial Association, 
who represent over 550 corporations en- 
gaged in varying types of production, 
met this week in New York City with 
ranking civilian and military officials of 
the Armed Services to exchange ideas 
concerning preparedness through plan- 
ning for industrial mobilization. 

The sixth annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Security Industrial Association, 
founded originally as the Navy Indus- 
trial Association, was highlighted by 
speeches of Secretary of the Air Force 
W. Stuart Symington; Secretary of the 
Navy Francis P. Matthews; Assistant 
Secretary of the Army Archibald S. Alex- 
ander, who represented Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray; and remarks by 
General Omar N. Bradley, USA; Chair- 
man, Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Other industrial mobilization experts 
of the Armed Services who participated 
in the two-day meeting of the Associa- 
tion included Vice Adm. R. B. Carney, 
USN; Brig. Gen. J. K. Christmas, USA; 
and Brig. Gen. A. A. Keesler, jr., USAF. 

Invited to be at the speakers’ table for 
the gala dinner on 28 Sept., which con- 
cluded the sessions, were Admiral Louis 
Denfeld, USN, Chief of Naval Operations; 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense Paul H. 
Griffith, W. J. McNeil and Marx Leva; 
former Secretary of the Army Kenneth 
C. Royall; former Secretary of the Navy 
John L. Sullivan; General Clifton B. 
Cates, USMC, Commandant, U. S. Marine 
Corps; Lt. Gen. LeRoy B. Lutes, USA; 
Mr. Ferdinand Eberstadt; and Maj. Gen. 
Robert M. Webster, USAF. 

Procurement 

At an open meeting which preceded 
the dinner, the Association held a forum 
on “Industry Looks at Armed Services 
Procurement.” Participants included Mr. 
E. V. Huggins, Secretary, Westinghouse 
Electric Corporation; Mr. L. B. Dodds, 
Vice President, Hazeltine Electronics 
Corporation; Mr. J. P. Cream, M. W. Kel- 
log Company and Mr. W. A. Neumann, 
jr., controller, DeLaval Steam Turbine 
Company. 

Chairman of the Association’s Board 
of Trustees is Mr. Herbert H. Rogge. 

As the speakers unfolded the story of 
the contribution of American industry to 
National Defense, the industrialists heard 
the forceful reminder of Secretary Sym- 
ington that “no military structure can be 
any stronger than the industrial estab- 
lishment which supplies its tools of war.” 

Secretary Symington emphasized the 
importance of close understanding be- 
tween industry and the Armed Forces. 
He said that the Air Force now purchases 
600,000 different items and “places into 
private industry far more business in 
dollars and cents than any other organi- 
zation in the world.” 

Hailing American industrial capacity 
as the “decisive factor in two great World 
Wars,” Secretary Symington asserted 
that “if we remain strong, the chances 
are we will not be attacked, because just 
as we know from our own bitter experi- 
ence in two terrible wars that military 
weakness invites aggression, so we are 
equally confident that military strength 
deters aggression.” 

Industry in Defense 

The strategic importance of American 
industry in defense planning was reiter- 
ated by Assistant Secretary Alexander. 
“We must have your help,” he told the 
industrialists, “not only to produce what 
we need currently, but even more impor- 
tant, so that we may be ready for the 
industrial mobilization which would be 
required in the event of another war. 

“We must know what you can do for 
us, just as you should know, as much as 
possible, what we will ask of you,” As- 
sistant Secretary Alexander continued. 
“It will seldom be productive of large or- 
ders or important profits. I think it is 
something like what the men in uniform 
are doing when they are serving their 
country for smaller pay than the men of 
business with whom they are dealing.” 

With regard to military pay, Assistant 
Secretary Alexander declared that “no 
corporation could get adequate manage- 
ment for figures such as the Generals and 
the Admirals have to accept. No private 
board of directors,” he said, “could af- 
ford to offer such low salaries and ex- 
pect good management. Yet we have good 
management,” he declared, “because of 
the devotion to duty of such men in uni- 
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form as these who are your guests to- 
night.” 

Secretary of the Navy Matthews re- 
minded the Association of President Tru- 
man’s recent announcement that Russia 
had succeeding in setting off an atomic 
explosion. This means, he said, “that our 
only potential enemy now has the means 
of developing a weapon which might well 
be used to obliterate civilization.” 

Secretary Matthews declared that we 
must now “make our defenses so secure 
and our potential military strength so 
evident to friend and foe alike that no 
aggressor will ever dare risk to horror 
of atomic warfare.” 

The Navy Secretary warned that the 
Soviets, “boastfully proclaiming their 
possession of the atomic secret ... think 
they now behold an opportunity of seiz- 
ing a degree of power over the world 
which they could never hope to achieve 
without subterfuge and brutal disregard 
for human decency and the rights .of 
small nations.” ; 

He added, however, that “one thin 
they do not possess ... is the greatness 
and efficiency of American industry, 
which is still the greatest resource upon 
which we can continue to depend for 
strength and security . .. Atomic bomb 
or not,” he said,’ “I am convinced that 
it is efficiency in the long run which will 
forge the decision between war and 
peace.” 

Speaking of the recent cutback in the 
Department of Defense, Secretary Mat- 
thews said, “This does not mean that 
the Navy will be wrecked.” He added, 
that while the Navy is not nearly as 
large today as it was during wartime, 
“it is still sufficienty strong in readiness 
and efficiency.”

“ ‘Provided further, That any disability 
shown to have been incurred in line of 
duty during a period of active service in 
time of war or national emergency shall 
be considered to be the proximate result 
of the performance of active duty.’ "’ 
Senator Johnson. ‘‘Unless the bill is 

amended along the lines proposed by me 
yery few members of the National Guard 
and the Reserve Corps, other than those 
actually wounded in combat, will qualify for 
retirement. 

“Under section 402 (a) a person with less 
than 8 years’ active service could not qualify 
for retirement unless it could be established 
that he is physically disqualified for active 
service by reason of disability shown to be 
the proximate result of the performance of 
active duty. 

“Persons stricken with tuberculosis, heart 
disease, or other medical conditions before 
accumulating 8 years’ active service could 
not qualify, as only on the rarest occasion 
would it be possible for medical boards to 
determine that such diseases were the proxi- 
mate result of the performance of active duty. 
Inasmuch as the National Guard serves only 
in time of war or national emergency, and 
since members of the Reserve Corps accumu- 
late little active Federal service except in 
time of war or national emergency, only a 
limited number of the non-Regular personnel 
will be able to meet the 8 year requirement. 
Seven years and 11 months will not do. It 
must be 8 years. 

“It can be assumed that most members 
of the Regular services who incur disability 
resulting from disease will, by the time they 
have undergone prolonged hospitalization, 
have accumulated 8 years’ service. It will not 
be necessary for them to show that their 
disabilities were the proximate result of the 
performance of active duty. Therefore, it 
can be said that this bill is discriminatory 
in favor of members of the Regular services. 

“Under the terms of the bill a Regular 
with 8 years’ peacetime service may be re- 
tired for a medical condition while a non- 
Regular with 7 years’ active war service with 
identical disability could not be retired. 

“In other words, if a Regular became af- 
flicted with one of these diseases and spent 
4or 5 years in the hospital he would be ell- 
gible, but an AUS officer or a National Guard 
officer who might have served for 11 years, 
li months, and 20 days in active service, if 
he became retired, would have great difficulty 
complying with section 402 (a).’’

Warrant Officers 


Senator Myers (D-Pa.). ‘‘Mr. President, I 
call up my amendment D, and ask that it 
be read.”’ 

The Chief Clerk. ‘‘On page 10, line 4, be- 
ginning with the word ‘shall,’ it is proposed 
to strike out all down to and including line 
6, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 
‘are hereby assigned to the various pay 
grades prescribed for warrant officers in sub- 
section (a) of this section, as follows: 

Pay grade: Assignments 
W-4—Commissioned and chief warrant 
officers having over 26 cumulative years of 

Service; and warrant officers having over 

30 cumulative years of service. 

W-3—Commissioned and chief warrant 

Officers having over 20 cumulative years of 

Service: and warrant officers having over 

26 cumulative years of service. 

W-2—Commissioned and chief warrant 
officers having less than 20 cumulative years 
of service: and warrant officers having over 

20 cumulative years of service. 

W-1—Warrant officers having less than 20 
cumulative years of service.’ 

Senator Myers. ‘‘Mr. President, all the 
amendment seeks to do is to place warrant 
Officers, so far as defining their pay status 
Is concerned. in the same category as com- 
missioned personnel. 

“Let me summarize, Mr. President, what 
this amendment, which I offer, will do if it 
Should be enacted into law. 
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“First. Commissioned officers are assigned 
to pay grades by the act. The moment a 
second lieutenant or an ensign is commis- 
sioned Congress, by this act, insures his as- 
signment to the proper pay grade. 

‘Second. The assignment of warrant offi- 
cers to pay grades is left to the unbridled 
discretion of the Secretary. 

“As a result of Executive assignment of 
these officers to pay grades the current status 
of these officers is: 
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“Third. The contribution of warrant offi- 


cers to the armed services needs no comment. 
When war comes, 80 to 90 per cent of them 
are immediately commissioned, due to their 
qualifications and experience. 

‘Fourth. Under present practices less than 
1 per cent of the warrant officers are in the 
upper half of the pay grades prescribed by 
Congress. More than 40 per cent of the en- 
listed personnel enjoy the- upper half of en- 
listed pay grades. More than 15 per cent of 
the commissioned officers are in the upper 
half of officers’ pay grades. 

“Fifth. The amendment keeps all warrant 
officers in the lowest pay grade until 20 cumu- 
lative years of service have been given; and 
prescribes the next to the lowest pay grade 
for chief warrant officers with less than 20 
cumulative years of service. 

“Sixth. The top pay grade is not reached 
until after chief warrant officers have more 
than 26 cumulative years of service and until 
warrant officers have more than 30 cumula- 
tive years of service. 

“So, Mr. President, this amendment does 
no more for warrant officers than the act 
already does for commissioned officers. Con- 
gress assigns the pay grades rather than 
the Secretary of the department concerned. 

“I think common decency and justice to 
those men who have rendered such great 
service to their country in time of war and 
in time of peace demand the adoption of this 
amendment.”’ 





(Note—This amendment was subsequently 
defeated on a voice vote.) 


New WO Legislation 


Senator Saltonstall (R-Mass., a member of 
the Armed Service “subcommittee in charge 
of the bill). ‘‘Would the Senator's position 
on this emendment be affected if he had rea- 
son to believe or understood that the status 
of warrant officers was going to be the sub- 
ject of legislation next year with relation to 
providing. the same degree of opportunity 
with reference to warrant officers as now 
obtains with reference to commissioned offi- 


cers? I am informed by one of the experts 
of the House Armed Services Committee that 
one of the reasons it was left as it was, and 
the Senator's amendment was rejected in the 
House committee, was that it froze a situa- 
tion that would make it impossible to give 
opportunities for warrant officers in further 
legisilation.”’ 

Senator Myers. ‘‘I am not altogether sure 
that I would agree with the statement that 
it would deprive warrant officers of those op- 
portunities. This subject was also discussed 
by Representative Sutton before the Armed 
Services Committee, and he said this—and I 
must agree with his statement: I think he 
answered the question very well at that time: 

** ‘I realize that the drafters of this bill 
maintain that they are working on a meas- 
ure to take care of the warrant officers 
later. Why later? Are we going to enact 
this bill. and then, in the next breath, ig- 
nore certain provisions contained therein 
and do a lot of wrangling over a warrant 
officers’ bill? Why not treat all branches 
of the service alike and include everybody 
in this one bill?’ 

“I agree with him when he said: 

‘* ‘Personally, I can see no reason for all 
of this procrastination over the provisions 
pertaining to warrant officers.’ 

“The committee had the matter before 
it for some time, and I certainly think the 
Department could have come before the com- 
mittee with its recommendations as to war- 
rant officers, and incorporated the entire mat- 
ter in one paper.” 


Withhold Economy Amendment 


Senator Bridges (R-NH). ‘I have offered 
for consideration an amendment which I 
think has a great deal of merit. I offered 
one a few days ago and offered a substitute 
for it today. I should like to read it, and 
then make a brief explanation. It provides 
for adding at the end of the bill a new section 
to read as follows: 

‘* ‘Sec. 534. The head of each department 
or independent agency in the executive 
branch of the Government, having person- 
nel subject to the provisions of this act, is 
authorized and directed to absorb the in- 
creased costs during the fiscal year 1950 re- 
sulting from the enactment of this act 
within any unobligated or unexpended bal- 
ances in appropriations available to such 
department or independent agency. For the 
purposes of the foregoing, in cases where 
current appropriations have not yet be- 
come law, the fiscal year 1950 appropria- 
tions shall be considered to be the lesser 
of the amounts passed by the Senate or 
House of Representatives as of 26 Septem- 
ber 1949." 

‘‘Mr. President, the purpose of the amend- 
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ment when it was drafted was tc have the 
armed services absorb, without further cost 
to the Government, the pay raises which are 
included in the pending bill. 

“The situation now is that we have in con- 
ference between the House and the Senate 
the armed-services appropriation bill. There 
are differences of opinion on various mat- 
ters, and one of the differences is as to the 
amount. The amount inciuded in the Senate 
bill is very substantially under that in the 
House bill. Then there is another matter 
which must be taken into consideration, 
namely, that the President in submitting his 
budget to the Congress set up an item of 
some $400,000,000 for military-pay increases. 

‘My first thought was to press for my 
amendment in this authorization bill. After 
conferring with various Senators, particularly 
with some of my colleagues on the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, I thought probably 
the sound action to take would be for me not 
to offer the amendment or press for it, but 
to let the matter be worked out in confer- 
ence between the House and the Senate in 
the consideration of the appropriation bill, 
wherein the Senate has reduced the amount of 
the appropriation substantially, and the Sec- 
retary of Defense is under general direction 
from the Senate and the Committee on Ap- 
propriations of the Senate tu make certain 
substantial over-all reductions in military 
spending. 

“If the armed services then came forward 
with a supplemental or deficiency appropria- 
tion to cover something beyond the regular 
appropriation, and another amount to cover 
the figure in the pending bill under the au- 
thority of President's budget, wherein he 
recommended $400,000.000 for this purpose, 
because of the lateness of the time I think 
the matter should be settied as I have indl- 
cated. 

“kor this reason, Mr. President, I shall 
not offer or press the amendment which I 
have prepared, although I think the amend- 
ment is constructive and sound. But on con- 
sideration and study—and I have given much 
attention to the matter today—lI think it can 
be settled and should be settled on an ap- 
propriation bill rather than on the pending 
authorization bill.’’ 

Dependents’ Medical Care 

Senator Cain. *‘Mr. President, the junior 
Senator from Washington will vote in sup- 
port of the military pay bill for two primary 
reasons.

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Defense Leaders on Carrier 


Defense Secretary Louis Johnson, to- 
gether with the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, watched from the deck of an 
aircraft carrier this week as the Navy 
conducted carrier operations in the At- 
lantic. 

Landing aboard the carrier from a 
helicopter, Johnson later rode in one of 
the Navy’s land-based P2V patrol-bomb- 
ers as it made a take-off from the deck 
of a flattop. Also on the plane were Air 
Secretary Symington, General Omar N. 
Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Griffiths, William Randolph Hearst, jr., 
publisher, and Johnson's naval aide. 

Earlier the group, which also included 
Navy Secretary Matthews and Army 
Secretary Gray, as well as General J. 
Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, Ad- 
miral Louis E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and General Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Air Force Chief of Staff, ob- 
served simulated Navy combat opera- 
tions. The maneuvers were reportedly de- 
signed to prove to the Defense chiefs 
that carriers are capable of defending 
themselves from high-altitude attack by 
enemy bombers, as well as launching 
planes suitable for carrying the atomic 
bomb. 

The Navy task force which put on the 
show for the military leaders included 
two large carriers, the Roosevelt and Mid- 
way, one small carrier, the Mindoro, two 
cruisers, 12 destroyers and one of the 
Navy’s newest sub-surface vessels, a 
snorkel, radar-picket submarine. 

Invitations to attend the sea maneu- 
vers were made by Johnson as part of a 
program to educate leaders of each of 
the services in the methods the others 
use to fight a war. 

At least four of the observers, Johnson, 
Army Secretary Gray, and Generals 
Bradley and Vandenberg, had never be- 
fore viewed carrier operations at first- 
hand.

will reasonably equalize the rates of

This ought to 
mean that the Military Establishment will 
attract adequate personnel in the future, and 
that those who prefer service in the Military 
Establishment will not feel required to seek 
employment in other branches of the Gov- 
ernment because of a material difference in 
the pay scales for comparable assignments. 
“My second reason, Mr. President, for sup- 
porting the pending bill is nothing more than 
a hope at this time, but a good hope, which 
I trust will be realized in the near future. 
Most Senators probably know that the Mili- 
tary Establishment provides free medical 
care and treat” ent for the dependents of mil- 


itary person! “"o tees are charged for this 
service, whi: “vers most of the families 
of a present ‘uitary strength of about 1,- 


900,000 men an." women In the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force. 

“Most Senators probably know that free 
medical care and treatment is not provided 
for the dependents of those who are employed 
by other branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

“Tf the military pay bill is approved there 
is reason to believe that the vast majority of 
military personnel will be able to pay a rea- 
sonable fee for the medical care and treat- 
ment which is to be required by their de- 
pendents. 

“Mr. President, I know that serious thought 
is being given at this time by the medical 
services branch of the Military Establishment 
to this problem of dependent care. I think 
that legislation will be submitted to the 
Congress in due time. We ought to be con- 
scious, I think, of this question as we take 
action on the pending bill. 

Short of Medicos 

“Everyone seems to agree, Mr. President, 
that our Military Establishment is short of 
qualified medical personnel. I know that con- 
sideration has been given to the drafting of 
doctors and dentists. 

“The most obvious reason for the shortage 
is the work load which is imposed by the 
dependent-care situation. I think it is reason- 
able to suggest that the prevailing work Joad 
would be cut fully in half if the dependents 
of service personnel were placed on a reason- 
able fee basis. If the work load were sub- 
stantially reduced there would be no need for 
increasing the medical personnel of the Mili- 


tary Establishment, and a draft of such per-' 


sonnel would be totally unnecessary. 

“Should free medical care be continued 
by the Military Establishment we ought to 
be clearly aware of what a':pears to be an 
undeniable fact, namely, that it would not 
be possible for the Military Establishment to 
provide adequate care and treatment for its 
personnel in the event of a national emer- 
gency. . 

“Now is the time to anticipate the require- 
ments of an emergency by establishing a fee 
basis for the treatment and care of the de- 
pendents of military personnel. The approval 
of the pending bill will encourage the Military 
Establishment to recommend dependent-care 
changes which are long overdue. 

“I thought, Mr. President, the Senate 
might be concerned with these observations 
which justify my approval of the pending 
measure."”’ 

Senator Butler (R.-Neb.). ‘‘Mr. President, 
I have sent to the desk an amendment, which 
I ask to have read."’ 

The Chief Clerk. ‘‘At the proper place in 
the bill, it is proposed to insert the following: 

***Any member who, on the effective date of 
this act, is a hospital patient and who within 
6 months of the effective date of this act, is 
retired as a result of a physical disability 
growing out of the injury or disease for 
which he was hospitalized as of the date 
of the enactment of this act, may elect to 
receive benefits computed under the laws in 
effect on the date preceding the date of the 
enactment of this act.’ "’ 

Senator Butler. ‘‘Mr. President, I have 
reviewed this matter with one of the Sena- 
tors in charge of the bill and he appears 
Perfectly willing to take the amendment to 
conference. The purpose of the amendment is 
to give an officer who is now in a hospital 
as a result of injury or disease an opportu- 
nity to make his final settlement either under 
the terms of the present law or under the 
terms of the new act. There could be no 
material difference, but there might be a 
trifling difference in favor of the officer.” 

Senator Chapman. ‘‘Mr. President, the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Nebraska submitted 
the amendment to the consideration of the 
Senator from Massachusetts [Mr. Saltonstall] 
and the Senator from Kentucky, and both of 
us have assured him we are willing to accept 
the amendment.”

IN THE HOUSE, 27 SEPT. 
Representative Kilday (D-Tex., sponsor of 
the bill in the House and chairman of the 
Subcommittee in charge of it). ‘‘Mr. Speaker, 
there are a number of amendments to the 
Proposed Career Compensation Act of 1949 
which passed the Senate and I will be happy 
to discuss them briefly with the House in 





order that théy may be apprised of the 
changes made by the Senate. 

‘‘Let me say at the outset that most of 
the amendments are technical in nature and 


do not affect the substance of the bill. How- | 


ever, I feel that I should explain most of 
the amendments at least briefly. 

‘“‘An important change was made in the 
hazardous-incentive pay—that is, flight and 
submarine pay—for general officers. This 
figure, originally $210 a month in the House 
bill, was reduced to $150 a month by the 
Senate. Thus, flag and general officers who 
are entitled to hazardous-duty pay for flying 
or submarine duty have been reduced by $60 
per month. 

‘In addition, a change was made in the 
pay schedule for general officers. The House 
will remember that when the pay bill, after 
recommittal, was again reported to the House 


a percentage reduction had been applied to | 


the original pay scales. Flag and general 
officers had been reduced 10 per cent and all 
other officers 5 per cent. The Senate reduced 


the reduction for general officers from 10 | 


per cent to 5 per cent, which, in effect, in 


the bill now before you, means that all offi- 


cers receive a reduction of 5 per cent from 


the original pay schedules proposed by the | 


Hook commission. The net effect is to increase 


the pay of general and flag officers by about | 
$50 a month over that contained in the House | 


bill, although this does not reflect the marked 
decrease in hazard pay for these officers. 
“The Senate made other changes, such as 


adding the words ‘including warrant officers | 
heretofore retired’ in the section permitting | 


the Secretary to distribute warrant officers 


for basic-pay purposes. This is purely a clari- | 


fying amendment. 
Hazard Pay 
“On page 20 of the proposed bill you will 


note that the Senate struck out the authority | 


of the President to extend incentive-hazar- 
dous-duty pay to other groups in time of 
war, which, in effect, reserves this right to 
the Congress. Thus, as amended, 
section now permits the President to suspend 


the incentive-hazardous-duty pay for any or | 
all hazardous duty in time of war, but re- | 


moves the authority of the President to pre- 
scribe it for other hazardous duties in time 
of war. 

“The Senate also eliminated the word ‘di- 
rect’ from the original House language which 
required that in retirement cases the disabil- 
ity must have been incurred as the ‘proxi- 
mate result of the direct performance of ac- 
tive duty.’ The Senate felt that the elimina- 
tion of the word ‘direct’ would clarify the 
language, which they felt was otherwise 
somewhat obscure. 

“‘Furthermore, the Senate added a proviso 


which permits personnel placed on the tem- 


porary disability retired list to be assured 
of a minimum of 50 per cent of their basic 
pay while in that status. The House Dill 
granted those on the temporary disability 
retired list pay based upon their percentage 
of disability. Thus, the difference is that 
under the Senate amendment a person with 
a 30- or 40-per cent disability will receive 
50 per cent of his basic pay rather than 30 
or 40 per cent. For all practical purposes 
this will have no effect upon the cost of the 
bill. 
Disability Retirements 

“Section 402 (d), on page 39, as amended, 
permits a person who is retired for physical 
disability under the bill to elect retired pay 
computed on the basis of years of service or 
on the basis of percentage of disability. 
Neither determination can result in pay ex- 
ceeding 75 per cent of basic pay. Section 402 
(h) as passed by the House provided that dis- 
ability retired pay computed on years of 
service would be subject to income tax in 
toto. The Senate revised this subsection so 
as to provide that when disability retired 
pay is computed on the basis of years of 
service, only that part in excess of that 
amount the individual would have received 
had his retired pay been computed on the 
percentage of disability would be subject to 
income tax. For example, an individual with 
24 years of service and a 30-per cent disability 
would be entitled to 60 per cent of active duty 
pay if his retired pay were computed on the 
basis of years of service, and 30 per cent if 
his retired pay were computed on the basis 
of the percentage of his disability. If the 
individual elected to have his retired pay 
computed on the basis of years of service, 
then under the amendment adopted by the 
Senate the 30 per cent would be tax exempt 
and the remaining 30 per cent would be sub- 
ject to tax. 

“The amendments that I have discussed 
so far were all adopted by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and were unanimously 
accepted on the Senate floor. In addition, the 
bill was amended three times on the floor 
of the Senate. Of these amendments, one 
grants to all members of the Reserve com- 
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the sub- | 


ponents heretofore or hereafter retired or 
granted retirement pay because of disability 
the same pay, rights, benefits, and privileges 
provided by law or regulation for retired 
members of the Regular services. This, in ef- 
fect, puts members of the Reserve compo- 
nents retired for physical disability on an 
equal basis with retired members of the Reg- 
ular services with respect to post exchange, 
|} commissary, and hospitalization benefits. 

‘“‘The second amendment provides that in 
time of war or national emergency a disabil- 
ity incurred in line of duty shall be consid- 
ered to be the proximate result of the per- 
formance of active duty. This, in effect, 
grants to all personnel in time of war disa- 
bility coverage without regard to length of 
service. 

‘Finally, the Senate adopted on the floor 
an amendment which permits a person now 
in the hospital who is retired for physical 
disability within 6 months of the effective 
date of the act to elect to be retired under 
the old law or under the proposed law. 

‘“‘Mr. Speaker, there are other technical 
amendments clarifying in nature which in 
no way affect the substance of the proposed 
| bill. We have discussed these amendments 
fully and they are acceptable to the sub- 
committee of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee charged with the responsibility for 
this legislation. They do not detract from 
the effectiveness of the original legislation, 
and, in fact, in most instances are excellent 
clarifications or modifications to the bill.’’ 

Hoffman Opposed 

Representative Hoffman (R-Mich.). ‘‘Mr. 
Speaker, reserving the right to object, will 
there be an opportunity to vote on this bill?’’ 

Representative Kilday. ‘‘We have voted on 
| the bill. The amendments which were adopted 
| in the Senate leaves practically nothing to 
| go to conference. My request was that the 
House agree to the Senate amendments.”’ 

2epresentative Hoffman. ‘‘Mr. Speaker, I 
want to be recorded as against the bill, that 
is all.’’ 

Representative Johnson (R-Calif.). ‘‘Mr. 
| Speaker, I am happy that the Senate passed 
almost the identical bill that the House did 
when it enacted H.R. 5007, increasing the pay 
of the armed services. It happened that I was 
a member of the subcommittee which held 
the hearings that resulted in the drafting 
of H.R. 5007. We gave exhaustive considera- 
tion to every section of the bill. It was the 
first major adjustment of pay in the armed 
services in 40 years and under the leadership 
of our subcommittee chairman, Mr. Kilday, 
we wrote a good bill. 

“It was wise for us to accept the Senate 
amendments so the bill may become law on 
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the increases to take effect. It happens that 
I am slightly disappointed that the flight-pay 
provisions we placed in the bill were reduced- 
by the Senate. However, the change is not 
great and it is compensated by the fact that 
a slight reduction which we gave to general 
and flag officers was reduced so that the re- 
duction in the pay schedule from the original 
bill, which was recommitted to the commit- 
tee, is now the same percentage for all mem- 
bers of the service. It is easy and in some 
places popular to jump on the ‘brass.’ But 
we must remember that these men are the 
leaders who must safeguard us and our in- 
stitutions in times of national peril. They 
have measured up to their responsibility in 
the past. If we criticize and snipe at the 
military leaders, it may be that the kind 
of young men whom we need and who will 
be our leaders in the next generations and 
the others to follow will not be attracted 
to the armed services. Leaders are as im- 
portant in the military field, if not more so, 
as they are in any other field of endeavor. 
In that fleld we cannot come out second; we 
must win."’ 

The Speaker. ‘‘Is there objection to the 
request of the gentleman from Texas?’’ 

There was no objection. 
‘ The Senate amendments were concurred

Atomic Bomb Damage 

The introduction of the atomic bomb 
has rendered all other forms of bombing 
“obsolete,” General George C. Kenney, 
commanding general of the Air Univer- 
sity, declared last week. 

Speaking at Santa Monica, Calif., in 
ceremonies nonoring the 25th anniversary 
of the first round-the-world flight, Gen- 
eral Kenney declared that “one airplane 
now has the capability of inflicting more 
damage in a single attack than hundreds 
formerly did when they used the old TNT 
loaded bomb. 

“A fairly modest number of modern 
bombers using atomic bombs, in a single 
raid.” General Kenney continued, “now 
has the capability of exerting more foot 
pounds of cestructive energy than the 
total exerted by all the bombers of all 
belligerents combined throughout the 
whole of World War II.” 

Ceneral Kenr ey warned that radar and 
fighter defensive systems must be manned 
24 hours a day. “Our bombers must be 
ready to take off almost immediately to 
retaliate and destroy the enemy capabil- 
ity to wage air warfare before he has 
destroyed ours,” the Air Force general 
asserted. 
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Complete AF Job Training 


The Office of the Chief of Transporta- 
tion, USAF, will find its need for officer 
specialists in the rail, motor and air trans- 
portation fields eased in December by 
the measure of six trainees fresh from 
six-month on-the-job tours within the 
country’s transportation industry. 

An Air Force requirement for officers 
well-grounded in the transportation field 
became acute early this year, and the co- 
operation of six large transportation con- 
cerns was asked in a program operated 
through the USAF Institute of Technol- 
ogy at Wright-Patterson AFB, Dayton, 
Ohio, to provide advanced on-the-job 
training for selected personnel. 

The call went out to Eastern Airlines 
and to T.W.A., to the Union Pacific and 
New York Central Railroads and to Wat- 
son Brothers of Omaha and Pacific 
Freight of Los Angeles in the motor 
transport field. An immediate offer of co- 
operation from all six gave the program 
a rolling start. In July, six carefully 
picked officers—selected on the basis of 
overall ability and prior experience in 
either civilian or military transportation 
operations—were assigned to six-month 
working tours with the firms concerned. 

Capt. Ruskin M. Bland went to TWA, 
Lt. Col. Ivan Campbell to Watson Broth- 
ers, Maj. Albert Knudson was assigned 
to Eastern Airlines, and Maj. Francis O. 
Neer to New York Central. Lt. Col. Rus- 
sell G. May went to Pacific Freight in 
Los Angeles and Maj. Charles W. Shin- 
namon to Union Pacific. 





Air Force Advanced Trainer 


The Air Force’s newest advanced 
training aircraft, the T-28, completed its 
initial flight successfully 26 Sept. at Los 
Angeles, Calif., remaining aloft for 45 
minutes. The T-28 is a single engine, low- 
wing, monoplane, designed to replace the 
former Air Force advanced trainer, the 
TS “Texan.” 

Design performance of the T-28 in- 
cludes several improvements over that 
of the “Texan.” The T-28 has a take-off 
gross weight of approximately 6,000 
pounds compared to 5,300 pounds for the 
T-6. It is powered by an R-1300 engine 
rated at 800 horsepower on take-off as 
compared to the 600-horsepower engine 
of the T-6. Top speed of the new trainer 
is 292 miles per hour as against 205, and 
the T-28 has a service ceiling of 31,650 
feet as compared to 22,000 for the T-6. 
Approximate dimensions for the new 
aircraft are: wingspan, 40 feet, 2 inches; 
length, 32 feet, 6 inches; and height, 12 
feet, 9 inches. The T-28, like the T-6, is 
built by North American Aviation Inc. 





Tactical Air Command 


Lt. Col. George O. Commenator has 
been appointed special public relations 
advisor to the Commanding General of 
the Tactical Air Command for a 60-day 
period. Following this duty at Eglin AFB, 
Fla., the Colonel will return to his posi- 
tion as commanding officer of the 2230th 
Air Force Reserve Training Center, Floyd

Regular AF Commissions 


The Air Force announced this week 
that commissions in the Regular Estab- 
lishment will be offered henceforth to 
distinguished graduates of the Officer 
Candidate Schools. The present class at 
Lackland AFB, Tex., which will be grad- 
uated on 16 Dec., is included in the new 
program. 

Distinguished officer candidates of each 
class will be given a six-months proba- 
tionary assignment, during which time 
they will be evaluated and screened. Fi- 
nal approval and selection will be made 
by USAF Headquarters approximately 
seven months after graduation. 

The new program brings to five the 
number of sources of Regular Air Force 
officer procurement. Other Regular com- 
missions are given to Service Academy 
graduates, distinguished Aviation Cadet 
graduates, distinguished military grad- 
uates of the Air ROTC program, and of- 
ficers on extended active duty. 





AF Enlistment Requirements 


Effective today, 1 Oct., it will be more 
difficult to enlist and reenlist in the Air 
Force. 

In regulations calling for “increased 
selectivity of individuals,” the Air Force 
has directed that new enlistments and 
reenlistments for persons who have had 
prior service in the Armed Forces will be 
accepted for four, five or six years. Ap- 
plicants also must be able to achieve a 
standard classification test score of 100. 

The same requirements must be met 
by personnel re-enlisting if they have 
been discharged more than 30 days, or 
more than 90 days if discharge was ef- 
fected prior to 1 Sept. Previously, initial 
enlistments were accepted for three years 
and the score requirement on the classi- 
fication test was established at 90. 

The tightened enlistment requirements 
must be accomplished within 30 days for 
an airman to be guaranteed retention of 
his grade and within 20 days to fill his 
own vacancy. 

All airmen discharged in grade four 
(Sergeant) or lower, with dependents, 
and having less than six years of active 
Federal service, and all airmen dis- 
charged in one of the three lower grades, 
having dependents, will be re-enlisted 
only with the prior approval of a wing 
commander or equivalent. 

Airmen discharged in grade four with 
six years of service, and those in the first 
three grades may be re-enlisted with- 
out regard to dependants, provided re- 
enlistment is accomplished within 30 
days from the date of discharge. 





Air Vets Inspect

nent appointment in that rank in July 
1946, served for more than two years 
in the European theater during the war, 
winning the Bronze Star and the Army 
Commendation Ribbon. He has been ag. 
signed to MATS since the organization 
was formed on 1 June 1948. 





USAF Navigation Trainer 


The Air Force’s T-29, twin-engine navi- 
gation trainer, completed its initial flight 
successfully at San Diego, Calif., on 2 
Sept. 

Designed as a flying classroom, the T. 
29 has 14 stations for student navigators, 
Each station is equipped with a loran 
scope, radio compass, altimeter, air speed 
indicator, drift meter, and map table, 
Four instructors will accompany students 
on each flight permitting on-the-spot ob- 
servation and training of cadet naviga- 
tors during “live” navigation problems, 

Built by Consolidated-Vultee Aircraft 
Corporation, the T-29 is a modification of 
Convair’s Model 240 transport aircraft. It 
is a high-speed, all metal, low wing mono- 
plane resembling current commercial 
passenger aircraft. 





Represent Air Force 


Col. John F. Dominick, Chief of Clin- 
ical Medicine Division, Lt. Col. Charles 
H. Gingles, Chief of Internal Medicine 
Branch, and Lt. Col. Walter J. Reuter, 
Air Force Dental Service, will represent 
the Air Force Medical Service on the 
Armed Services Medical Materiel and 
Specifications Committee. They will offer 
professional advice concerning certain 
medical items and materiel now under 
consideration for purchase by the Armed 
Forces Medical Procurement Agency. 


AF Radar Training 

The first postward radar training pro- 
gram of the Air Force has been inaugu- 
rated at Keesler AFB, Miss., where 24 op- 
erators will be graduated each week un- 
til 1 Jan.

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Copper Industry Planning

the consumer, has been assured. Meetings 
of this committee, held under the spon- 
sorship of the Munitions Board, have been 
resided over by a chairman elected from 
the industry membership. 

Matters brought up for discussion at 
the meetings of the Munitions Advisory 
Board up to the present time may be 
roughly classified into three major 

oups: 
WES Protieine in connection with the 
purchase of copper for the permanent 
stockpile; 

(b)—Various technical ovina arising 
from the stockpiling program; 

(c)—Information given to the industry 
members with regard to current pro- 
grams of industrial security and indus- 
trial mobilization. 

In the procurement of copper for the 
national stockpile, it is obvious that the 
Government should wish to obtain the ad- 
vice of members of the industry with re- 
gard to the present and forecasted future 
relationship between supply and demand. 
The ultimate goal for the stockpiling pro- 
gram has been very properly kept a well- 
guarded secret, but the industry members 
of the committee are given a general idea 
of the amount of copper which the Mu- 
nitions Board feels it should purchase in 
the market during whatever period is un- 
der discussion, and industry members are 
thereby given a chance to express to the 
Government. their opinion as to the effect 
of such purchases both on price and on 
available supply of the material for in- 
dustrial needs. The methods of procure- 
ment also are brdbught up for review, and 
industry members are given an opportu- 
nity to make criticisms or suggestions for 
improvement. Discussions of this nature 
have occupied the greater part of the 
meetings of the Advisory Committee 
group up to the present time. 

In many instances questions have 
arisen as to the advisability of stockpiling 
one type of copper as compared with an- 
other, or of one shape of copper as com- 
pared with another. The Munitions Board 
has further requested the assistance of 
industry in giving counsel as to the physi- 
cal handling of the copper in the stock- 
pile, and identification of the various 
lots so stored so that future withdrawal 
will be greatly simplified. 

The industry Advisory Committee has 
been used as a medium for informing the 
industry members, and through them the 
entire industry, of some of the programs 
which have-been undertaken by the Gov- 
ernment, either with regard to industrial 
security or with regard to industrial mo- 
bilization in the event of another war. In 
Considering the problems of industrial 
mobilization, the copper and copper base 
alloy industries are peculiarly fortunate 
in that conversion to a full war basis 
is not a difficult nor time- -consuming 
Process. So far as mining, smelting and 








refining of primary copper is concerned, 
no change would be required by indus- 
trial mobilization except to achieve max- 
imum output as promptly as possible, and 
the problems that arose on the occasion 
of the outbréak of the last war were 
largely connected with the procurement 
of an adequate supply of manpower and 
of essential supplies, A greater degree of 
conversion is necessary in the fabricating 
end of the industry, although there too 
the experience in the last war indicated 
that conversion to a full war basis was 
relatively a simple matter and that the 
problems involved were those of rapidly 
increasing capacity to the greatest extent 
possible and of obtaining sufficient man- 
power and supplies. During the last war, 
of course, fabricating capacity of both 
copper and brass was greatly expanded 
through the construction of new plants 
for the production of copper strip and 
tube for specific large-scale uses. The 
probability would seem to be that in the 
event of another war no wholesale con- 
version of existing facilities in the in- 
dustry would be required, and the prob- 
lem of industrial mobilization would be 
a relatively simple one as compared with 
many other industries. 

It should be understood that the dis- 
cussions of the Copper and Copper Base 
Alloys Advisory Committee are purely 
advisory in charatcer, and there is often 
some degree of divergence of opinion 
among the industry members as to the 
best course of action to pursue when 
faced with any particular problem. Such 
open and frank discussions of the various 
phases of the stockpiling program should 
be of value to the members of the Muni- 
tions Board in charge of this work. Con- 
currently, the industry members are 
given an opportunity at least to express 
their opinions of any particular program 
prior to its adoption. 





AF Colonel Board 


The Air Force selection board which 
has been considering the names of 520 
permanent lieutenant colonels for perma- 
nent promotion to the rank of colonel 
is expected to complete its work next 
week. 

The board is also reviewing the names 
of 13 officers of the U. S. Air Force Medi- 
cal Service and 12 permanent lieutenant 
colonels of the U.S. Air Force Chaplains 
Service for promotion to the rank of 
permanent colonel. 

Following review at Air Force Head- 
quarters, the list will be submitted to the 
White House, probably by mid-October. 





AF Instruetors School 


The Air Force Instructors School, 
slated for transfer from Barksdale AFB, 
La., to Chanute AFB, IIL. will be moved 
instead to Tyndall AFB, Fla. The move 
will be made by mid-November. 








Expose Bad Housing

some are illustrated by the accompanying 
photographs which were borrowed from the 
official files of part of the Alaskan Command. 
In this connection, it should be remembered 
that in the areas where these houses are 
located, last winter there was a snowfall of 
114 inches with sub-freezing temperatures 
most of the time. 

“At Fort Richardson where the Command- 
er-in-Chief, Alaska, has his headquarters and 
key staff, 36 per cent of the officers and 31 
per cent of the enlisted men have their de- 
pendents with them but live ‘off post.’ Forty 
per cent of the officers and 26 per cent of the 
enlisted men live In Government quarters on 
the post. The remaining 24 per cent of the 
officers and 43 per cent of the enlisted men 
(Grades 1, 2, and 3) go not have their de- 
pendents with them. 


Severe Hardships 

“At Ladd Air Force Base near Fairbanks, 
13 per cent of the officers and 13 per cent of 
the enlisted men with dependents are as- 
signed Government quarters. Approximately 
30 per cent of the officers and 25 per cent of 
the enlisted men have quarters off post leav- 
ing about 57 per cent of the officers and 62 
per cent of the enlisted men who are unable 
to have their dependents with them. 

“‘We believe that a continuation of the 
present substandard housing conditions and 
the separation of families will have a long- 
range effect on the morale and welfare of 
the services, as well as its present deleterious 
effect. Our service men and their families 
are citizens and they should not be called 
upon during peacetime to suffer hardships 
out of all proportion to our standards of liv- 
ing as citizens or as compared to service 
men in other parts of the world. 

“In time of war we call upon our American 
service men and women to endure whatever 
hardships are necessary to carry out their 
mission. We do not believe that our people 
would want them to endure indefinitely what 
they are now enduring in Alaska. 

‘“‘We believe that our immediate goal for 
Alaska should be to provide adequate hous- 
ing for the minimum troops considered nec- 
essary for the defense of Alaska. And by 
housing we mean both troop and family hous- 
ing and the necessary facilities. 


Urges Quick Action 
“In addition to the dire needs for housing 








in Alaska, we believe special consideration | 


should be given to the severe climatic con- 
ditions, the short construction season, the 
time and cost of hauling in construction ma- 
terial, and probably most important, the 
time and expense of mobilizing labor, ma- 
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chinery, and housing for the construction 
crews. Unless the continuity of the present 
construction program is assured quickly, con- 
struction companies will start to demobilize 
before the additional plans and projects can 
be submitted. This will result in a very con- 
siderable delay in providing any new hous- 
ing and will add very greatly to the ultimate 
cost. 

“‘As your military advisors, we cannot em- 
phasize too strongly the necessity for quick 
action in securing authorization and rae 
priations for construction in Alaska 








AF Reserve Officer lei 

Some of the 3127 Air Force reserve 
officers who are separated from active 
duty as a result of the economy program 
may be able to qualify for assignment 
under a new Air Force program which 
calls for the recall of 460 officers to man 
the 23 Reserve Training Centers through- 
out the United States. 

The October quota will be 20 officers 
and each succeeding month the quota 
will be 40 officers. A total of 2300 airmen 
are expected to be recalled for this pur- 
pose, 

Meantime, the board to select Air 
Force rated reserve officers for separa- 
tion is scheduled to meet at the Penta 
gon on 10 Oct. 

The returning personnel under the Re- 
serve program will be given three-year 
tours of duty. Both officers and airmen 
will be assigned to an Air Force Reserve 
Training Center nearest their homes. 
Wherever possible the extended active 
duty assignments will be filled at an Air 
Force Reserve Training Center by Re- 
servists training at that center. 

Reservists on active duty as permanent 
personnel with the training center also 
will hold down regularly assigned Re- 
serve positions and will participate ac- 
cordingly in the Reserve training. 

All personnel assigned to permanent 
duties in the Air Force Reserve Training 
Center program must hold residence in 
the vicinity of the training center. All 
airmen will be recalled for these assign- 
ments but part of the officer vacancies 
may be filled by transfer of officers al- 
ready on extended active duty, provided 
residence requirements are met.

is noteworthy that when the Senate finally voted on the Service pay bill there 
was not a dissenting voice raised against it and that when the bill was returned 
to the House the next morning, Representative Kilday was successful in securing 
immediate acceptance of the Senate amendments, sending the bill directly to the 
White House and obviating the necessity of a conference. The case for the bill was 
so strong and its necessity so evident that the wonder is it was not enacted sooner. 
There are many who deserve thanks for their hard work in its behalf. Representa- 
tives Vinson (D-Ga.), Kilday (D-Tex.) and Short (R-Mo.) and their compatriots on 
the. House Armed Services Committee fought a particularly hard battle, snatching 
victory from defeat when, after an adverse vote they revised the pay tables and 
returned the bill to the floor for House approval. In the Senate, Senator Chapman 
(D-Ky.), Senator Saltonstall (R-Mass.), and a number of other members of the 
Armed Services Committee, made able presentations on the floor. Senator Tydings 
(D-Md.), chairman of the committee who sponsored it in the Senate, made a number 
of unsuccessful attempts to secure earlier enactment, but was abroad on public 
business on the actual day of victory. The members of the Hook Commission, the late 
Secretary Forrestal who appointed them, and Secretary Johnson who carried on 
with the campaign, all share in the credit as should General Bradley, whose recent 
letter to Senator Lucas served as a powerful stimulus, and General Collins, Gen- 
eral Vandenberg, and Admiral Denfeld, who ably supported the measure. The ARMY 
AND Navy JourNaL, having fought consistently by constant editorial proddings and 
through the presentation of important facts and figures as well as keeping all con- 
cerned alert with its prompt and complete news coverage, is proud of the part it 
played. Cries of economy in governmental expenditures, and talk of a declining 
economy and budget deficits, conspired with those who spoke against increases for 
the “Brass,” so that the resultant bill does not come up to the expectations aroused 
by the Hook Commission’s original recommendations. Yet it does increase the total 
active duty pay by more than $409 million, the retired pay by $40 million, and the 
quarters allowances by $145 million. For these the Services are appreciative. 


HE widespread adoption of the “Philadelphia Plan” by Naval Districts throughout 

the country is helping immeasurably to offset the damage resulting from the 
economy cuts in the sea service. The “Philadelphia Plan” was proposed by the Civilian 
Navy Advisory Committee of the Fourth Naval District, composed of patriotic in- 
dustrialists, business and professional men, and representatives of women and labor 
organizations, under the chairmanship of Mr. Harold W. Brightman, president of 
Lit Brothers. They proposed the adoption of a specific plan of action to secure new 
positions for the 4,200 Navy civilian workers who, for reasons of economy, were being 
separated in the Philadelphia area. Committees were to be appointed and contacts 
made with all possible employers to place these workers. The plan was enthusiastically 
endorsed by the Fourth Naval District and by the Navy Department which recom- 
mended it to other Districts where it is now in operation. In addition to the humani- 
tarian reasons for placing these workers, there are very sound reasons from the 
National Defense standpoint why they should be kept in positions where their par- 
ticular skills can be maintained and developed. Many of these men perform highly 
specialized tasks in the planning, design, construction and fabrication of Navy vessels, 
aircraft, engines, weapons, and other necessities of war. Should they be forced into 
other channels and lose or dull these skills through lack of use, there would be a 
definite loss to the National Security program and particularly to its Industrial 
Preparedness phase. Fortunately, it now appears that the program for Military 
Assistance to Europe may permit the reemployment of numbers of these men. But 
in the meanwhile, the Navy and the patriotic civilians working with it, are diligently 
striving to place all those released.

Foreign Affairs and the Atom Bomb.—A strenghtened concern in the National 
Security and renewed talk of international control of atomic weapons followed 
naturally from President Truman’s announcement 23 Sept. that “we have evidence 
that within recent weeks an atomic explosion occurred in the USSR.” One immediate 
reaction was the announcement that the House Conferees on the Foreign Military 
Aid Bill were willing to accept the considerably higher Senate figure without the 
usual dickering and compromising. Thus there will be authorized a total of $1,314,- 
010,000 for foreign military assistance instead of the $869,505,000 originally settled 
upon by the House after considerable wrangling. While it would have passed any- 
way, there is no doubt but that the atemic announcment did not hurt the chances 
of the Services pay bill. 

In connection with the President’s announcement, it is noted that a similar an- 
nouncement was made the same day from No. 10 Downing street and that in Paris, 
M. Ramadier, French Minister of National Defense, said that France had previously 
registered such explosions. A Portuguese official sailing from New York remarked 
that it had been generally known in Europe that Russia had the bomb. Senator 
Wiley (R-Wisc.) stated on the Senate floor that the September 1949 issue of the 
bulletin Intelligence Digest published details of the bomb in Russian hands. Thus, it 
would seem that there had been a considerable advance amount of evidence and that 
it was only after checking and confirming that President Truman made the positive 
announcement. However, by making the first announcement, he took the psychologi- 
cal offensive away from Russia in denying them the propaganda value of announcing 
their own explosions. 

Considerable point was made in the United States of'the Russians having beaten 
the schedule our officials had set for her becoming of age, atomically speaking. It is 
recalled that the President’s Advisory Commission on Universal Training used the 
estimate that other powers would have atomic weapons sometime between 1951 and 
1957. The President’s Air Policy Commission reported a “wide range of opinions on 
this question.” “We have been told,” that group reported last year, “by highly quali- 
fied persons that other nations may have atomic weapons now. We have been told 
by equally qualified persons that they will not have them in quantity for 15 years.” 
The President’s Commission, basing its estimate on a “composite appraisal,” re- 
ported that “it would be safe to assume, in making our plans for the next two years, 
that possibly hostile powers will not be producing atomic weapons in substantial 
quantities before the end of 1952.” The validity of these forecasts hinges on the ques- 
tion of whether Russia has now produced one or two experimental bombs or whether 
she is, or is close to, producing them in substantial quantities. There is little doubt, 
however, but that we have again underestimated a potential aggressor and that 
it is not safe to allow ourselves the comfort of the assumption that it will take her 
some time longer to produce a stockpile of atomic weapons. 

In connection with the report of the President’s Air Policy Commission, it is 
recalled that that group divided the future into Phase I, when wWe alone had adequate 
atomic stockpiles, and Phase II, when other nations were producing them in usable 
quantities. For Phase I it recommended the attainment of a 70-group Air Force to 
be completed by the end of 1952 and an increase in the procurement of Naval air- 
craft “in order to equip properly the present fleet with the modern aircraft needed 
as World War II reserves are exhausted.” With this picture before them, there is 
every reason to believe that the Senate conferees on the Armed Services Appropria- 
tion bills will accept the higher House figures on aircraft procurement, just as the 
House conferees accepted the higher Senate figures on foreign military aid. 

President Truman’s official statement, to the phrasing of which considerable care 
was given, was as follows: 

“I believe the American people to the fullest extent consistent with the national 
security are entitled to be informed of all developments in the field of atomic energy. 
That is my reason for making public the following information. 

*‘We have evidence that within recent weeks an atomic explosion occurred in the 
U.S.S.R. 

“Ever since atomic energy was first released by man, the eventual development of 
this new force by other nations was to be expected. This probability has always been 
taken into account by us. 

“Nearly four years ago I pointed out that ‘scientific opinion appears to be prac- 
tically unanimous that the essential theoretical knowledge upon which the discovery 
is based is already widely known. There is also substantial agreement that foreign 
research can come abreast of our present theoretical knowledge in time.’ And, in the 
three-nation declaration of the President of the United States and the Prime Ministers 
of the United Kingdom and of Canada, dated Nov. 15, 1945, it was emphasized that no 

, single nation could, in fact, have a monopoly of atomic weapons. 

“This recent development emphasizes once again, if indeed such emphasis were 
needed, the necessity for that truly effective and enforceable international control of 
atomic energy which this Government and the large majority of the members of the 
United Nations support."’ 

It was not until two days after the President’s announcement that the Russians 
took any notice of it. Then, Tass, official Soviet news agency, was permitted to broad- 
cast a non-committal statement designed.to imply that atomic production is not new 
to Russia and that the explosion detected beyond their iron curtain might have 
originated from their industrial blasting “with the use of the latest technical means.” 
The Tass statement follows: 

“On September 23, Mr. Truman, President of the U.S.A., announced that accord- 
ing to data of the Government of the U.S.A., during one of the recent weeks there had 
occurred tn the U.S.S.R. an atomic explosion. Simultaneously, a similar statement 
was made by the British and Canadian governments. 

“Following the publication of these statements in the American, British and 
Canadian press and also in the press of other countries, there appeared numerous 
utterances which spread alarm among broad social circles. 

“In this connection: Tass is empowered to declare: In the Soviet Union, as is 
known, building work on a large scale is In progress; the building of hydroelectric 
stations, mines, canals, roads, which evoke the necessity of large-scale blasting work 
with the use of the latest technical means. 

“In so far as this blasting work has taken place and is taking place pretty fre- 
quently in various parts of the country, it is possible this might draw attention beyond 
the confines of the Soviet Union. 

“As for the production of atomic energy, Tass considers it necessary to recall that 
already on November 6, 1947, Minister of Foreign Affairs of the U.S.S.R. V. M. 
Molotov, made a statement concerning the secret of the atom bomb, when he declared 
that this secret was already long ago nonexistent. 

“This statement signified the Soviet Union already had discovered the secret of 
the atomic weapon and that It had at its disposal this weapon. 

“Scientific circles of the United States of America took this statement by V. M. 
Molotov for a bluff, considering that the Russians could not possess an atomic weapon 
earlier than the year 1952. 

“They, however, were mistaken, since the Soviet Union possessed the secret of 
the atomic weapon already in 1947."’ 








Retirement Benefjts Pushed—With the enactment into law of the Career Com. 
pensation Act, military personnel throughout the world this week could look to 
immediate relief from severe financial handicaps. But those with a longer-rangeg 
point of view realized that benefits urged by the Hook Commission are far from 
being realized by the new pay legislation. 

An ARMy AND Navy JourNAL survey showed, for example, that there still remains 
among career officer and enlisted personnel concern over the lack of survivor bene- 
fits. The Hook Commission had proposed a plan whereby survivors of retired military 
personnel would receive financial assistance, but these provisions were eliminated 
from the pay measure and set aside for separate study. 

The Personnel Policy Board of the Department of Defense will make the com- 
prehensive review of retirement pay and it is expected that the problem of survivor 
benefits will have an important. place on the agenda of the study. 


Army Generals Board—The fact that the list of officers selected for promotion 
to and within general officer ranks of the Army has been so reduced that only three 
brigadier generals remain to be nominated for permanent rank of major general led 
to speculation this week that a new general officers selection board will be convened 
in the near future. 

All of the officers chosen for advancement to the rank of brigadier general by 
the previous board, which was headed by Lt. Gen. Alvan C, Gillem, commanding gen- 
eral, Third Army, have been nominated and confirmed. 

There was no official word this week as to when a new board would be convened 
to name officers for permanent and temporary promotions to general officer ranks, 
However, since it has been the practice to choose these officers well in advance of 
prospective promotions and since the current list is virtually exhausted, expectation 
is that a board of ranking officers will be created soon to select general officers. 


Air Force Dental Service—Five dental officers of the Air Force attended the 
course on “Medical Aspects of Atomic Energy,” which was conducted recently at the 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D. C. They were: Col. W. A. Schroeder, Chanute 
AFB, IIl.; Lt. Col. G. N. Schulte, Williams AFB, Ariz.; Lt. Col. M. F. Freese, Ent AFB, 
Colo.; Maj.

Naval Gun Factory Birthday—The Naval Gun Factory in Washington, D. C., 
largest naval armament plant in the world, launched a week-long open house this 
week in celebration of its 150th anniversary. Included among the special events were 
a large scale water pagent, underwater demolition and amphibious landing#demon- 
strations, the daily firing of a large gun which was in use in 1799, air shows and flight 
exhibitions. Although the celebration will not end until tomorrow, the outstanding 
event of the week will be the mammoth water parade this afternoon and evening. 

A history of the Gun Factory was recently published by the U. S. Naval Institute 
under the title, Rownd-Shot to Rockets. The 267-page, profusely illustrated book, writ- 
ten by a young naval reserve officer, Taylor Peck, is now on sale at local book stores 
for $3.00. It may also be ordered for the same price from the U. S. Naval Institute, 
Annapolis Md. Photographic illustrations in the book cover 80 pages, and include pic- 
tures from Navy newspapers and private collections, presenting both the history and 
various phases of the numerous functions which the Naval Gun Factory performs 
today. 

Originally known as the Washington Navy Yard, and still commonly referred to 
by that name, the Gun Factory was the first building and fitting-out yard to be ac- 
quired by the Government of the United States. In the 150 years since it was founded 
it has grown from a small swampy plot of ground into a 125-acre reservation, housing 
the world’s largest naval ordnance establishment, 


Restored to Duty—Five years ago to the day he was “knocked out” of the Third 
Armored Division, Sgt. Lafayette G. Pool, wearing his battle decorations, his battle 
scars, and a wooden leg returned to the division. Knocked out of his tank by a direct 
hit on 19 Sept., 1944, near Stoburg, Germany, Sergeant Pool was welcomed home by 
the Third Armored Division’s honor guard and a handclasp from Maj. Gen. Roderick 
R. Allen, division commanding general. Described as the outstanding tank com- 
mander of World War II, Sergeant Pool was returned to active duty through the ef- 
forts of the Adjutant General’s office and General Allen. Official records show that 
as point of the “Spearhead” division he led 21 full-scale engagements and is credited 
with 1,000 dead Germans, 250 prisoners and 250 enemy vehicles. Twelve of the vehicles 
destroyed were tanks.

officers appointed from the Medical and Den- 
tal Corps of the Regular Army, the Officers 
Reserve Corps, the National Guard, the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, the Army 
of the United States, the Regular Air Force, 
the United States Air Force Reserve, the Air 
National Guard, the Air National Guard of 
the United States, and the Air Force of the 
United States who were on active duty on 
1 September 1947; and (5) general officers 
who, subsequent to 1 September 1947, have 
been or who may be appointed from those 
officers of the Medical and Dental Corps of 
the Regular Army, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the National Guard, the National 
Guard of the United States, the Army of the 
United States, the Regular Air Force, the 
United States Air Force Reserve, the Air 
National Guard, the Air National Guard of 
the United States, and the Air Force of the 
United States who are included in parts (1), 
(2), or (3) of this subsection. 

(b) In addition to any pay, allowances, 
special or incentive pays that they are other- 
wise entitled to receive, commissioned offi- 
cers as defined in subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion shall be entitled to receive special pay 
at the rate of $100 per month for each month 
of active service: Provided, That such sum 
shall not be included in computing the 
amount of increase in pay authorized by any 
other provision of this Act or in computing 
retired pay, disability retirement pay, or any 
severance pay: Provided further, That the 
commissioned officers described in subsection 
(a) (3) of this section shall be entitled to 
receive the pay provided by this subsection 
only during periods of volunteer service: 
And provided further, That no commissioned 
officer as described in-subsection (a) of this 
section shall, while he is serving as a medical 
or dental intern, be entitled to receive the 
special pay of $100 per month as is provided 
in this subsection. 

Incentive Pay—Hazardous Duty 


Sec. 204. (a) Subject to such regulations 
as may be prescribed by the President, mem- 
bers of the uniformed services entitled to 
receive basic pay shall, in addition thereto, 
be entitled to receive incentive pay for the 
performance of hazardous duty required by 
competent orders. The following duties shall 
constitute hazardous duties: 


(1) duty as a crew member as determined 
by the Secretary concerned, involving fre- 
quent and regular participation in aerial 
flight; 

(2) duty on board a submarine, includ- 
ing submarines under construction from 
the time builders’ trials commence; 

(3) duty involving frequent and regular 
participation in aerial filghts not as a crew 
member pursuant to part (1) of this sub- 
section; 

(4) duty involving frequent and regular 
participation in glider Aights; 

(5) duty involving parachute jumping as 
an essential part of military duty; 

(6) duty involving intimate contact with 
persons afflicted with leprosy; 

(7) duty involving the demolition of ex- 
plosives as a primary duty, including train- 
ing for such duty; 

(8) duty at a submarine escape training 
tank, when such duty involves participa- 
tion in the training; and 

(9) duty at the Navy Deep Sea Diving 
School or the Navy Experimental Diving 
Unit, when such duty involves participa- 
tion in training. 





(b) For the performance of hazardous duty 
as prescribed in part (1) or (2) of subsection 
(a) of this section, members of the uniformed 
services qualifying for the incentive pay au- 
thorized pursuant to said subsection shall be 
entitled to be paid at the following monthly 
rates according to the pay grade to which 
assigned or in which distributed for basic 
pay purposes:

(c) For performance of any hazardous duty 
as prescribed in parts (3) to (9), inclusive,

Sec. 205. (a) An enlisted person of the 
uniformed services entitled to receive basic 
pay and assigned to the duty of diving shall, 
in additjon to basic pay, be entitled to re- 
ceive special pay, under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary con- 
cerned, at the rate of not less than $5 per 
month and not exceeding $30 per month. 

(b) Members of the uniformed services en- 
titled to receive basic pay and employed as 
divers in actual salvage or repair operations 
in depths of over ninety feet, or in depths 
of less than ninety feet, when the officer in 
eharge of the salvage or repair operation 
shall find, in a¢cordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary concerned, that 
extraordinary hazardous conditions exist, 
shall, in addition to basic pay, be entitled 
to receive the sum of $5 per hour for each 
hour or fraction thereof while so employed.

(ad) The President may, in time of war, 
suspend the payment of diving-duty pay. 

Special Pay—Sea and Foreign Duty 

Sec. 206. Under such regulations as the 
President may prescribe, enlisted persons of 
the uniformed services entitled to receive 
basic pay shall, in addition thereto, while 
on sea duty or while on duty in any place 
beyond the continental limits of the United 
States or in Alaska, be entitled to receive 
pay at the following monthly rates:

charge or separation, or within such lesser 
period of time as the Secretary concerned 
may determine from time to time, shall be 
paid a lump sum reenlistment bonus of $40,

a Reserve component of such service, shall 
be considered a reenlistment. 

(c) Enlisted persons of the uniformed serv- 
ices, who, prior to expiration of the period 
for which they have reenlisted, extend their 
reenlistment to any one of the longer enlist- 
ment periods mentioned in subsection (a) of 
this section, shall be paid the sum of $20 
for each year of such extension subject to 
the limitations contained in subsection (a) 
of this section. 

(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub- 
section (a) of this section, a member of the 
uniformed services who reenlists within three 
months after being discharged from the en- 
listment entered into prior to the date of 
enactment of this Act, or who reenlists with-

lowance payable under (1) hereunder shall 
in no event exceed $300.

Title I1]—Provisions Relating to Allowances 
Basic Allowance for Subsistence 

Sec. 301. (a) Except as otherwise provided 
in this section or by any other provision of 
law, each member of the uniformed services 
entitled to receive basic pay shail be entitled 
to receive a basic allowance for subsistence 
in such amount and under such circumstances 
as are provided in this section. For enlisted 
persons such allowance shall be one of three 
types: (1) When rations in kind are not 
available; (2) when permission to mess sepa- 
rately is granted; or (3) when assigned to 
duty under emergency conditions where no 
Government messing facilities are available. 
Officers shall, at all times, be entitled to re- 
ceive a basic allowance for subsistence on a 
monthly basis. Enlisted persons shall be en- 
titled to the appropriate allowance on a daily 
basis. 

(b) Enlisted persons shall be entitled to 
receive the appropriate basic allowance for 
subsistence while on an authorized leave of 
absence or while sick in hospital: Provided, 
That any such allowance shall not accrue 
when such persons are, in fact, being sub- 
sisted at Government expense. 

(c) Payment of the basic allowance for 
subsistence, when authorized, may be made 
to enlisted persons in advance for a period 
of not exceeding three months. 

(d) The President may prescribe regula- 
tions for the administration of this section. 

(e) Members of the uniformed services 
entitled to receive a basic allowance for 
subsistence pursuant to this section shall be 
entitled to receive the following amounts:

Basic Allowance for Quarters 


Sec. 302. (a) Except as otherwise provided 
in this section or by any other provision of 
law, members of the uniformed services en- 
titled to receive basic pay shall be entitled 
to receive a basic allowance for quarters in 
such amount and under such circumstances 
as are provided in this section: Provided, 
That an enlisted member in pay grade E-4 
(less than seven years’ service), E-3, E-2,

(b) Except as otherwise provided by law, 
no basic allowance for quarters shall accrue 
to members of the uniformed services as- 
signed to Government quarters or housing 
facilities under the jurisdiction of the uni- 
formed services, appropriate to their rank, 
grade, omrating and adequate for themselves 
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and dependents, if with dependents. 

(c) No basic allowance for quarters shall 
accrue to any member of the uniformed serv- 
ices without dependents while on field duty, 
unless his commanding officer certifies that 
he was necessarily required to procure quar- 
ters at his own expense, or while on sea 
duty: Provided, That field duty or sea duty 
for temporary periods of less than three 
months shall not be considered as field duty 
or sea duty for purposes of this subsection. 

(d) No member of the uniformed services 
assigned to Government quarters or housing 
facilities under the jurisdiction of the uni- 
formed services shall be denied his basic 
allowance for quarters if, by reason of orders 
of competent authority, his dependents are 
prevented from occupying such quarters. 

(e) The President may prescribe regula- 
tions for the administration of this section, 
and such regulations shall include, but not 
be limited to, definitions of the terms ‘‘fleld 
duty” and ‘‘sea duty."’ 

(f) Members of the uniformed services en- 
titled to receive a basic allowance for quar- 
ters pursuant to this section shall be entitled 
to receive a basic allowance for quarters at 
the following monthly rates according to the 
pay grade to which assigned or in which 
distributed for basic pay purposes:

Travel and Transportation Allowances 

Sec. 303. (a) Under regulations prescribed 
by the Secretaries concerned, members of 
the uniformed services shall be entitied to 
receive travel and transportation allowances 
for travel performed or to be performed un- 
der competent orders (1) upon a change of 
permanent station, or otherwise, when away 
from their designated posts of duty regard- 
less of the length of time away from such 
designated posts of duty, (2) upon appoint- 
ment, call to active duty, enlistment or in- 
duction, from home or from the place from 
which ordered to active duty to frst station, 
and (3) upom separation from the service, 
Placement upon the temporary disability re 
tired list, release from active duty, or retire- 
ment, from last duly station to home or to 
the place from which ordered to active duty, 
regardless of the fact that such member may 
not be a member of the uniformed services at 
the time his travel is performed or is to be 
performed. Allowances above authorized may 
be paid without regard to the comparative 
costs of the various modes of transportation. 
The respective Secretaries concerned may 
prescribe (1) the conditions under which 
travel and transportation allowances shall 
be authorized, including advance payments 
thereof, and (2) the allowances for types of 
travel not to exceed amounts herein author 
ized. The travel and transportation allow- 
ances which shal! be authorized for each type 
of travel] shall be limited to one of the fol- 
lowing: (1) Transportation in kind, reim- 
bursement therefor, or a monetary allowance 
in lieu of cost of transportation at a rate not 
in excess of 7 cents per mile based on dis- 
tances established or to be established over 
the shortest usually traveled routes, in ac- 
cordance with mileage tables prepared by the 
Chief of Finance of the Department of the 
Army under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Army, (2) transportation in kind, re- 
imbursement therefor, or a monetary allow- 
ance as provided in (1) of this sentence, plus 
a per diem in lieu of subsistence not to exceed 
$9 per day, or (3) for travel within the 
continental limits of the United States a mile- 
age allowance of not exceding 10 cents per 
mile based on distances established or to be 
established pursuant to existing law: Pro- 
vided, That the travel and transportation 
allowances under conditions authorized here- 
in for such members may be paid on separa- 
tion from the service, or release from active 
duty, regardless of whether or not such mem- 








- ber performs the travel involved. 


(b) Without regard to the monetary limita- 
tions in this Act, the Secretaries of the un)- 
formed services may authorize the payment 
to members of the uniformed services on 
duty outside the continental United States 
or in Alaska, whether or not in a travel 
status, of a per diem considering all elements 
of cost of living to members and their de- 
pendents, including the cost of quarters, 
subsistence, and other necessary incidental 
expenses: Provided, That dependents shall 
not be considered in determining per diem 
allowances for members in a travel status. 

(c) In addition to the allowances authorized 
above, under such conditions and limitations 
and for such ranks, grades, or ratings and 
to and from such locations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretaries concerned, mem- 
bers of the uniformed services when ordered 
to make a change of permanent station shall 
be entitled to transportation in kind for 
dependents or to reimbursement therefor, 
or to a monetary allowance in lieu of such 
transportation in kind at a rate to be pre- 
scribed not in excess of the rate authorized 
in subsection (a) of this section, and in con- 
nection with a change of station (whether 
temporary or permanent), to transportation 
(including packing, crating, drayage, tem- 
porary storage, and unpacking) of baggage 
and household. effects, or reimbursement 
therefor, to and from such locations and 
within such weight allowances as may be 
prescribed by the Secretaries without regard 
to the comparative costs of the various modes 
of transportation. When orders directing a 
change of permanent station for the member 
concerned have not been issued, or when 
such orders have been issued but are of such 
a nature that they cannot be used as author 
ity for transportation of dependents and bag- 
gage and household effects, the Secretaries 
concerned may, nevertheless, authorize the 
movement of the dependents and baggage 
and household effects and prescribe trans- 
portation in kind, relmbursement therefor, 
or a monetary allowance in lieu thereof as 
authorized in this subsection, as the case 
may be, only under unusual or emergency 
circumstances, including but not limited to, 
(1) circumstances when duty is being per- 
formed by such member at places designated 
by the Secretary concerned as within zones 
from which dependents should be evacuated, 
(2) circumstances when orders which direct 
temporary duty travel of such member do 
not provide for return to the permanent sta- 
tion or do not specify or imply any limit to 
the period of absence from the permanent 
station, or (3) circumstances when such mem- 
bers are serving on permanent duty at sta- 
tions outside the continental United States 
or in Alaska, or on sea duty. The Secretary 
concerned shall define the term ‘‘permanent 
station,’’ which definition shall include, but 
not be limited to, a shore station or the home 
yard or home port of the vessel to which 
a member of the uniformed services entitled 
to receive basic pay may be ordered, and a 
duly authorized change In home yard or home 
port of such vessel shall be deemed a change 
of permanent station. Under regulations pre 
scribed by the Secretary concerned, trans 
portation for dependents and baggage and 
household effects are authorized unon the 
death of a member of the uniformed services 
while entitled to receive basic pay pursuant 
to section 201 (e) of this Act. 

(d) A member of the untformed services on 
duty with or under training for the Military 
Air Transport Service, Marine Corps Trans- 
port Squadrons, or Fleet Logistics Support 
Unit and away from his permanent station. 
may be pald a per diem in lieu of subsistence 
in an amount not to exceed the amount to 
which he would be entitled if performing 
temporary duty travel, without In either case 
the issuance of orders for specific travel. 

(e) Cadets of the United States Military 
Academy, midshipmen of the United States 
Naval Academy, cadets of the United States 
Coast Guard Academy, applicants for enlist- 
ment, rejected applicants, general prisoners. 
discharged prisoners, insane patients trans 
ferred from military hospitals to other hos 
pitals or their home, and persons discharged 
from Saint Elizabeth's Hospital after transfer 
from one of the uniformed services, shal! 
be entitled to receive such travel and trans 
portation allowances as are provided in sub- 
section (a) of this section, as may be pre 
scribed by the Secretaries concerned, due 
consideration being given to the rights of the 
Government as well as those of the individual 
in the promulgafion of regulations prescrib- 
ing said allowances. 

(f) The Secretaries concerned in establish-

Provided, That if conditfon (5) above is met 
by a finding that such disability is of a per- 
manent nature, such member may be retired 
by the Secretary concerned and, upon retire 
ment, shall be entitled to receive disability 
retirement pay as prescribed in subsection 
(d) of this section: Provided further, That 
if condition (3) above is not met because 
the disability is determined to be less than 
80 per centum, the member concerned shall 
not be eligible for any disability retirement 
provided in this section, but may be sepa 
rated for physical disability from the service 
concerned and upon separation shall be en- 
titled to receive disability severance pay as 
prescribed in section 403 of this title. 


(ad) A member of the uniformed services 
whose name its placed upon the temporary 
disability retired list of his service pursuant 
to subsections (a), (b), or (c) of this section, 
for the period during which his name is 
carried on su¢h temporary disability retired 
list, but in no event to exceed a period of 
five years, or a member of the uniformed 
services who is retired pursuant to the pro 
visions of this title, shall be entitled to re 
ceive disability retirement pay computed, at 
his election, by multiplying an amount equal 
to the monthly basic pay of the rank, grade, 
or rating held by him at the time of the 
placement of his name on the temporary 
disability retired list or at the time of his 
retirement, whichever is earlier, by (1) @ 
number equal to the number of years of 
active service to which such member is enti- 
tled under the provisions of section 412 of this 
title, multiplied by 2% per centum, or (2) 
the percentage of his physical disability as of 
the time his name was placed on the tem- 
porary disability retired list or at the time of 
retirement, whichever is earlier: Provided, 
That for the purpose of the computation of 
(1) above, fractions of one-half year or more 
of active service shall be counted as a whole 
year: Provided further, That the disability 
retirement pay of any such member who 
shall have held a temporary ‘rank, grade, 
or rating higher than the rank, grade, oF 
rating held by him at the time of placement. 
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of his name upon the temporary disability 
retired list or at the time of his retirement, 
whichever is earlier, and who shall have 
served satisfactorily in such higher rank, 
grade, or rating as determined by the Secre- 
tary concerned, shall be computed on the 
pasis of the monthly basic pay of such higher 
rank, grade, or rating to which he would have 
been entitled had he been serving on active 
duty in such higher rank, grade, or rating 
at the time of placement of his name on the 
temporary disability retired list or at the 
time of retirement, whichever is earlier: Pro- 
vided further, That in no case shall such 
disability retirement pay exceed 75 per 
centum of the basic pay upon which the 
computation is based: Provided further, That 
the disability retirement pay of any member 
whose name is carried on the temporary 
disability retired list shall, for so long as 
his name is carried on such list, be not less 
than 50 per centum of the basic pay upon 
which the computation is based: Provided 
further. That if the physical disability en- 
titling such member to disability retirement 
pay is found to exist as a result of a physical 
examination given in connection with effect- 
ing a permanent promotion or a temporary 
promotion where eligibility for such tempo- 
rary promotion was required to have been 
based upon cumulative years of service or 
years of service in rank, grade, or rating, the 
disability retirement pay of such member 
shall be based upon the basic pay of the 
rank, grade, or rating to which such member 
would have been promoted but for such dis- 
ability, if such rank, grade, or rating is 
higher than any other rank, grade, or rating 
upon which such pay is herein authorized 
to be computed and which such member 
would have been entitled to receive if serving 
on active duty in such rank, grade, or rating: 
And provided further, That for any member 
who, for any reason, has been or hereafter 
may be retired or whose name is carried 
on a temporary disability retired list and 


1 who, while in such status, serves on active 


duty, and while so serving, incurs a physical 
disability of 30 per centum or more in ac- 
cordance with the standard schedule of rating 
disabilities in current use by the Veterans’ 
Administration or incurs a physical disability 
in additon to or an aggravation of the phys- 
ical disability for which he was retired or 
for which his name was placed on the tem- 
porary disability retired list, shall, if quali- 
fied therefor pursuant to this title, be en- 
titled, on his return to a retired status or to 
the temporary disability retired list, to re- 
ceive either (1) disability retirement pay as 
provided in this. section, using as multipliers 
the highest percentages and basic pay which 
he attained while serving on such active duty, 
or (2) retirement pay or retired pay, as the 
case may be, as provided by any law in 
effect at the time of his retirement; and, in 
addition thereto, if such member is, during 
such period of active duty, promoted to a 
rank, grade, or rating higher than that rank, 
grade, or rating on which his retired pay, 
retirement pay, or disability retirement pay 
was based, and has served satisfactorily in 
such higher rank, grade, or rating as deter- 
mined by the Secretary concerned, be en- 
titled, on his return to a retired status or to 
the temporary disability retired list, to re- 
ceive such retirement pay, disability retire- 
Ment pay, or fetired pay computed on the 
basis of the higher rank, grade, or rating 
and which such member would be entitled 
to receive if serving on active duty in such 
higher rank, grade, or rating. 

(e) A member of the uniformed services 
whose name has been placed upon the tem- 
Porary disability retired list of his service 
Shall be given periodic physical examina- 
tions, not less frequent than every eighteen 
months to determine whether the disability 
for which such member was temporarily re- 
tired has changed. If as a result of any such 
examinations, or upon the termination of a 
Period of five years from the date of tempo- 
Tary disability retirement, it is determined 
(1) that the physical disability of such mem- 
ber is of permanent character and such dis- 
ability is 30 per centum or more in accord- 
ance with the standard schedule of rating 
disabilities in current use by the Veterans’ 
Administration, the name of such member 
Shall be removed“ from the temporary dis- 
ability retired list of his service and such 
Member shall be permanently retired for 
Physical disability and he shall be entitled 
to receive disability retirement pay as pre- 
Scribed in subsection (d) of this section: 
Provided, That for the purpose of comput- 
ing such pay the percentage of his physical 
disability shall be determined as of the time 
of his permanent retirement; (2) that the 
Physical disability of such member is less 
than 30 per centum in accordance with the 
Standard schedule of rating disabilities in 
Current use by the Veterans’ Administration, 
the name of such member shall be removed 
from the temporary disability retired list 
of the service concerned, and such member 
may be separated from the service concerned 
for physical disability and upon separation 
Shall be entitled to receive disability sever- 
ance pay as prescribed in section 403 of this 
title: Provided further, That at the end of 
4 five-year period during which the name 
of a member is carried on a temporary dis- 





ability retired list, the Secretary concerned 
shall make a final determination of such 
member's case and shall cause such member 
to be retired, separated, or treated as pro- 
vided in section 405 of this title. 

(f) Notwithstanding the foregoing provi- 
sions of this section, any member of the 
uniformed services who shall have completed 
at least twenty years of active service as 
defined in section 412 of this title, and who 
is otherwise qualified to be retired for phys- 
ical disability except that his disability is 
less than 30 per centunfin accordance with 
the standard schedule of rating disabilities 
in current use by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, shal] be retired and shall be entitled 
to receive disability retirement pay as pre 
scribed in subsection (d) of this section: 
Provided, That the provisions of this section 
shall not be interpreted to limit the applica- 
tion of any provisions of law relating to vol- 
untary or involuntary retirement. 

(g) Notwithstanding the foregoing provi- 
sions of this section, any member of the 
Army of the United States, Navy, Air Force 
of the United States, Marine Corps, or the 
Coast Guard, and all Regular and Reserve 
components thereof, who shall have com- 
pleted at least twenty years of satisfactory 
Federal service in the uniformed services as 
defined in sections 302 and 306 of the Act 
of 29 July 1948 (62 Stat. 1087, 1089; 10 U. S. C. 
1036a, 1036e), and who is otherwise qualified 
to be retired for physical disability except 
that his disability is less than 30 per centum 
in accordance with the standard schedule of 
rating disabilities in current use by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration may elect, in lieu of 
being separated and receiving disability sev- 
erance pay pursuant to title IV of this Act, 
to be transferred to the inactive status list 
of the uniformed service concerned pursuant 
to section 308 of the Act of 29 June 1948e 
(62 Stat. 1090; 10 U. S. C. 1036g), and be 
granted retired pay upon attaining the age 
of sixty years if eligible in all other respects 
to be granted retired pay as provided in title 
III of that Act. 

{h) That part of the disability retirement 
pay computed on the basis of years of active 
service which ts in excess of the disability 
retirement pay that a member would receive 
if such disability pay were computed on the 
basis of percentage of disability shall not 
be deemed to be a pension, annuity, or sim- 
ilar allowance for personal injyries or sick- 
ness resulting from active service in the 
armed service in the armed forces of any 
country within the meaning of section 22 (b) 
(5) of the Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended. 

(i) All members of the Reserve components 
heretofore or hereafter retired or granted 
retirement pay because of physical disability 
shall be entitled to the same pay, rights, 
benefits, and privileges provided by law or 
regulation for retired members of the Regu- 
lar services. 

Separation and Severance Pay for Physical 
Disability 

Sec. 403. A member of the _ uniformed 
services separated for physical disability pur 
suant to the provisions of section 493 of this 
title shall be entitled to receive disability 
severance pay computed as follows: An 
amount equal to two months’ basic pay of the 
rank, grade, or rating held by such member 
at the time of the placement of his name on 
the temporary disability retired list or at the 
time of his separation, whichever is earlier, 
and which such member would be entitled 
to receive at the time of separation if serving 
on active duty in such rank, grade, or rating, 
multiplied by a number equal to the number 
of years of active service to which such mem- 
ber is entitled under the provisions of sec- 
tion 412 of this title but not to exceed a 
total of two years’ basic pay: Provided, That 
for the purpose of this computation, frac 
tions of one-half year or more of active 
service shall be counted as a whole year: 
Provided further, That the disability sev- 
erance pay of any such member who shall 
have held a temporary rank, grade, or rating 
higher than the rank, grade, or rating held 
by him at the time of the placement of his 
mame on the temporary disability retired 
list or at the time of his separation, which- 
ever is earlier, and who shall have served 
satisfactorily in such higher rank, grade. 
or rating as determined by the Secretary 
concerned, shall be computed on the basis 
of the monthly basic pay of such higher 
rank, grade, or rating to which he would have 
been entitled had he been serving on active 
duty in such higher rank, grade, or rating 
at the time of placement of his name on the 
temporary disability retired list or at the 
time of separation, whichever is earlier: Pro- 
vided further, That if the physical disability 
entitling such member to disability sever- 
ance pay is found to exist as a result of a 
physical examination given in connection with 
effecting a permanent promotion or a tem- 
porary promotion where eligibility for such 
temporary promotion was required to have 
been based upon cumulative years of service 
or years of service in rank, grade, or rating, 
the disability severance pay of such member 
shall be based upon the rank,grade, or rating 
to which such member would have been pro- 
moted but for such disability, if such rank, 
grade, or rating is higher than any other 
rank, grade, or rating upon which such sev- 
erance pay is herein authorized to be com- 





puted and which such member would be 
entitled to receive at the time of placement 
of his name on the temporary disability re- 
tired list or at the time of separation, which- 
ever is earlier, if serving on active duty in 
the higher grade: And provided further, That 
in the case of a former member of the uni- 
formed services who has received disability 
severance pay as provided in this section, 
the amount of such disability severance pay 
shall be deducted from any compensation 
for himself or his dependents to which he 
or they become entitled thereafter under 
laws administered by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration for the same disability, but no such 
deductions shall be made from any death 
compensation to which his dependents may 
become entitled subsequent to his death. 
Periodic Physical Examinations 

Sec. 404. (a) A member of the uniformed 
services whose name is hereafter placed upon 
the temporary disability retired list may be 
required to submit to periodic physical ex- 
aminations during the period in which his 
name is carried on such list. 

(b) A member of the uniformed services 
whose name is placed upon the temporary 
disability retired list and who is required to 
submit to a periodic physical examination 
shall, for travel performed, be entitled to 
receive the travel and transportation allow- 
ance authorized for the rank, grade, or rating 
in which retired for temoparary duty travel 
performed while on active duty. Failure of 
any such member to report for any periodic 
physical examination after receipt of proper 
notification may be considered cause for 
terminating his disability retirement pay, 
except that such payments shall be reinstated 
at a later date if just cause existed for such 
failure to report, in which case payments 
may be retroactive for a period of not to 
exceed one year. 

Recovery From Physical Disabilty 


Sec. 405. (a) If, as a result of a periodic 
physical examination, a member of a Regu- 
lar component of the uniformed services 
whose name has been placed on the temporary 
disability retired list is found to be physically 
fit to perform the duties of his office, rank, 
grade, or rating, he shall, subject to his con- 
sent, if an officer, be called to active duty and, 
as soon thereafter as practicable, be reap- 
pointed, subject to the provisions of section 
407 of this title, to the active list of his Regu- 
lar component, or, if an enlisted person, be 
reenlisted in his Regular component. 

(b) If, as-a result of a periodic physical 
examination, a member of a Reserve com- 
ponent of the uniformed services whose name 
has been placed on the temporary disability 
retired list is found to be’ physically fit to 
perform the duties of his office, rank, grade, or 
rating. he shall, subject to his consent, be re- 
appointed or reenlisted, as the case may be, 
in his Reserve component: Provided, That if 
the name of such member was placed on the 
temporary disability retired list for physical 
disability incurred while serving in the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, or in the 
Air National Guard of the United States, he 
shall, subject to his consent, if not reap- 
pointed or reenlisted, as the case may be. in 
the component from which removed, be ap- 
pointed, reappointed, enlisted, or reenlisted, 
as the case may be, in the Organized Reserve 
Corps or the Air Force Reserve 

(c) Any appointment, reappointment, en- 
listment, or reenlistment authorized pursuant 
to subsection (a) or subsection (b) of this 
section shal] be in a rank, grade, or rating 
not lower than the rank, grade, or rating 
permanently held at the time of placement 
of the name of the member concerned upon 
the temporary disability retired list. and may 
be in the rank. grade, or rating immediately 
above the rank, grade, or rating permanently 
held at the time of placement of the name 
of the member concerned upon the tempo- 
rary disability retired list. When seniority 
in rank, grade, or rating or years of service 
is an applicable factor in qualifying a mem- 
ber of the uniformed services for future pro- 
motion, such member who is being reap 
pointed or reenlisted pursuant to this section 
shall, for the purpose of placement on a lineal 
list. promotion list, or other similar list, be 
given such seniority in rank, grade, or rating 
or be credited with such years of service as 
may be authorized by the Secretary con- 
cerned. Action under this subsection shal] be 
taken on a fair and equitable basis, and re- 
gard shall be given to the probable oppor 
tunities for advancement and promotion to 
which such member might reasonably have 
become entitled but for placement of his

Termination of Temporary Disability 
Retirement Pay 

Sec 406 (a) If as a result of a periodic 
physical examination, a member of the uni- 
formed services whose name appears on the 
temporary disability retired list is found to 
be physically fit to perform the duties of his 
office, rank, grade. or rating, he shall— 

(1) If an officer of a Regular component. 
have his disability retirement pay termi- 
nated upon the date of his recall to active 
duty and his status on the temporary dis- 
ability retired list terminated on the date 
of his reappointment to the active list: 

(2) If an enlisted person of a Regular 
component, have both his status on such 
temporary disability retired list and his 
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disability retirement pay terminated on the 

date of his reenlistment in the Regular 

component from which placed on the tem- 
porary disability retired list; or 

(3) if a member of a Reserve component, 
have such status and his.disability retire- 
ment pay terminated on the date of his re- 
appointment or reenlistment in a Reserve 
component, as the case may be. 

(b) If any such member does not consent 
to any action taken pursuant to either sub- 
section (a) or subsection (b) of section 405 
of this title, his status on the temporary dis- 
ability retired list and his disability retire- 
ment pay shall be terminated as soon there- 
after as practicable. 

Reappointment to the Active List of Officers 
Placed on the Temporary Disability Retired 
List 





Sec. 407. (a) The President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, is 
hereby authorized, in his discretion, to reap- 
point to the active list of the appropriate 
Regular component of the uniformed services 
those commissioned officers of the Regular 
components of the uniformed services whose 
names have been placed on the temporary 
disability retired list and who are subse- 
quently found to be physically fit to perform 
the duties of their office, rank, or grade on 
active duty. The President, or the Secretary 
concerned, as the case may be, is authorized 
to reappoint to the active list of the appro- 
priate Reguldr component of the uniformed 
services those warrant officers of the Regular 
component of the uniformed services whose 
names have been placed on the temporary dis- 
ability retired list and who are subsequently 
found to be physically fit to perform the 
duties of their office, rank, or grade. 

(b) Irrespective of any vacancy in a grade, 
the authorized number of officers in such 
grade shall be temporarily increased, if neces- 
sary, to authorize appointments made pur- 
suant to section 405 of this title. 

Physical Disability Resulting From 
Intentional Misconduct or Willful Neglect 
Sec. 408. When a member of the uniformed 

services incurs a physical disability which is 
determined to render him unfit to perform the 
duties of his office. rank, grade, or rating 
and which is determined to have resulted 
from his intentional misconduct or willful 
neglect, or was incurred during a period of 
unauthorized absence, such member shall be 
sepafated from his service without entitle 
ment to any of the benefits of this title. 


Rank or Grade in which Retired 


Sec. 409. A member of the uniformed serv- 
ices who ts retired pursuant to this title shall 
be retired in the rank, grade, or rating upon 
which his disability retirement pay is based 
or in such higher rank, grade, or rating as 
may be authorized by law at time of retire- 
ment. 

Cessation of Benefits Upon Separation 

Sec. 410. Any former member who has been 
separated for physical disability from any 
of the uniformed services and paid disability 
severance pay pursuant to this title shall not 
thereafter, unless such former member again 
becomes a member of the uniformed services, 
be entitled to receive from the service from 
which such former member was separated 
any payment for any monetary obligation 
provided under any provision of law ad- 
ministered by any uniformed service or for 
such uniformed service by any other uni- 
formed service on account of or arising out 
of such former member's service on or prior 
to such separation: Provided, That such 
separation shall not operate to bar the former 
member concerned from receiving or the 
service concerned from paying any moneys 
due and payable on the date uf separation, 
or any moneys that become due as a result 
of a valid claim processed against the Gov- 
ernment pursuant to any provisions of law. 


Members or Former Members Heretofore 
Retired for Physical Disability 

Sec. 411. Pursuant to such regulations as 
the President may prescribe, (1) any member 
or former member of the uniformed services 
heretofore retired by reason of physical dis- 
ability and now receiving or entitled to re- 
ceive retired or retirement pay: (2) any 
former member of the uniformed services 
heretofore granted or entitled to receive re- 
tirement pay for physical disability: (3) any 
member of the Army Nurse Corps or any 
person entitled to the rights, privileges, and 
benefits of memhers of the Army Nurse Corps, 
retired for disability under the Act of June 
20, 1930 (46 Stat. 790), as amended: and (4) 
any member of the Navy Nurse Corps, or any 
person entitled to the rights, privileges. and 
benefits of members of the Navy Nurse Corps, 
retired for disability prior to December 23, 
1942, under the Act of June 20. 1930 (46 Stat.

member shall demand it. 

Powers, Duties, and Functions 

Sec. 414. (a) All duties, powers, and func- 
tions incident to the determination of fitness 
for active service, percentage of disability at 
the time of separation from active service, 
and suitability for reentry into active service 
and entitlement to and payment of disability 
severance pay shall be vested in the Secre- 
tary concerned. 

(b) All duties, powers, and functions in- 
cident to payments of disability retirement 
pay, hospitalization, and reexaminations 
shall be vested in the Secretary concerned or 
in the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs un- 
yon regulations promulgated by the Presi- 

ent. 

Sec. 415. Any member who, on the effective 
date of this act, is a hospital patient and 
who within 6 months of the effective date of 
this act is retired as a result of a physical 
disability growing out of the injury or dis- 
ease for which he was hospitalized as of the 
date of enactment of this act, may elect to 
receive retirement benefits computed under 
the laws in effect on the date preceding the 
date of enactment of this act. 

TITLE V—MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 
Training Duty With or Without Pay of 
Reserve and National Guard Personnel 


Sec. 501. (a) Under such regulations as the 
Secretary concerned may prescribe, and to 
the extent provided for by law and by ap- 
propriations, members of the National Guard, 
Air National Guard, National Guard of the 
United States, the Air National Guard of the 
United States, Organized Reserve” Corps, 
Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, Coast 
Guard Reserve, and the Reserve Corps of the 
Public Health Service, shall be entitled to 
receive compensation at the rate of one 
thirtieth of the basic pay authorized for such 
members of the uniformed services when en- 





titled to receive basic pay, for each regular 
period of instruction, or period of appropriate 
duty, at which they shall have been engaged 
for not less than two hours, including those 
performed on Sundays and holidays, or for 
the performance of such other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties as may be prescribed by the 
concerned: Provided, That for each of the 
several classes of organizations prescribed 
for the National Guard, Air National Guard, 
National Guard of the United States, the Air 
National Guard of the United States, the 
Organized Reserve Corps, Naval Reserve, 
Marine Corps Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, 
and the Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service, the rules applicable to each of which 
services and classes within service may differ, 
the Secretary concerned— 

(1) shall prescribe minimum standards 
which must be met before an assembly for 
drill or other equivalent period of training, 
instruction, or duty or appropriate duties 
may be credited for pay purposes, which 
minimum standards may require the pres- 
ence for duty of officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel equal to or in excess of a minimum 
number or percentage of unit strength for 
a specified period of time with participa- 
tion in a prescribed character of training; 

(2) shall prescribe the maximum number 
of assemblies, or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties, which may be counted for pay pur- 
poses in each fiscal year; 


(3) shall prescribe the maximum number 
of assemblies, or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appro- 
priate duties which can be counted for pay 
purposes in lesser periods of time; and 


(4) shall prescribe the minimum number 
of assemblies or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appro- 
priate duties, which must be completed in 
stated periods of time before the personnel 
of organizations or units can qualify for 
pay. 

(b) Members of the National Guard, Air 
National Guard, National Guard of the United 
States, the Air National Guard of the United 
States, Organized Reserve Corps, Naval Re- 
serve, Marine Corps Reserve, Coast Guard 
Reserve, and the Reserve Corps of the Public 
Health Service, may be given additional train- 
ing or other duty as provided for by law, 
without pay, as may be authorized by the 
Secretary concerned, with their consent, and 
when such authorized training or other duty 
without pay is performed they may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary concerned, be 
furnished with transportation to and from 
such duty, with subsistence en route, and, 
during the performance of such duty, be 
furnished with subsistence and quarters in 
kind or commutation thereof at a rate to be 
fixed from time to time by the Secretary 
concerned. 

(c) In addition to pay provided in subsec- 
tion (a) of this section, officers of the Na- 
tional Guard, Air National Guard, National 
Guard of the United States, the Air National 
Guard of the United States, Organized Re 
serve Corps, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps 
Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, and the Re- 
serve Corps of the Public Health Service, 
commanding organizations having adminis- 
trative functions connected therewith shall, 
whether or not such officers belong to such 
organizations, be entitled to receive not more 
than $240 a year for the faithful performance 
of such administrative functions under such 
regulations as the Secretary concerned may 
prescribe; and for the purpose of determining 
how much shall be paid to such officers so per- 
forming such functions, the Secretary con- 
cerned may, from time to time, divide them 
into classes and fix the amount payable to 
the officers in each class. 

(ad) Under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe and to the extent pro- 
vided for by appropriations, members of the 
National Guard, Air National Guard, Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, the Air 
National Guard of the United States, Or 
ganized Reserve Corps, Naval Reserve, Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, Coast Guard Reserve, and 
the Reserve Corps of the Public Health Ser- 
vice entitled to receive compensation pur- 
suant to subsection (a) of this section shall, 
when required by competent orders to per- 
form any hazardous duty prescribed by or 
pursuant to section 204 of this Act for mem- 
bers of the uniformed services entitled to re- 
ceive basic pay and when in consequence of 
such orders they do perform any hazardous 
duty so prescribed, be entitled to receive an 
increase in compensation equal to one- 
thirtieth of the monthly incentive pay 
authorized by section 204 of this Act for the 
performance of such hazardous duty by mem- 
bers of the uniformed services of correspond- 
ing grades entitled to receive basic pay, such 
increase to be paid to such members,as long 
as they are qualified to receive such increase, 
for each regular period of instruction, or 
period of appropriate duty, at which they 
shall have been engaged for not less than two 
hours, including those performed on Sundays 
and holidays, or for the performance of such 
other equivalent training, instruction, or duty 
or appropriate duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary concerned pursuant to subsec- 
tion (a) of this section. 

(e) The provision of subsections (a), (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section shall not apply 
when’ such members are entitled to receive

(f) (1) Section 55a of the National Defense 
Act, as amended (10 U. S. C. 422), is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘“‘subsec- 
tion (c), section 14, Pay Readjustment Act of 
1942, as amended,”’ appearing in the third 
proviso thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words ‘‘subsection (a) of section 501 of 
the Career Compensation Act of 1949.”

. Active Service Credit in Coast and Geodetic 
Survey 

Sec. 502. Active service in the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey as deck officer or junior en- 
gineer and active service counted on June 30, 
1922, for longevity pay, shall be credited to 
commissioned officers as active commissioned 
service for purposes of pay, allowances, re- 
tirement, and retirement pay. 

Payments Based on Purported Marriages 

Sec. 503. Payments of all6wances based on 
a purported marriage and made prior to 
judicial annulment or termination of such 
marriage which have been or which hereafter 
may be made under the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as amended, or under this Act 
are valid: Provided, That it is adjudged or de- 
creed by a court of competent jurisdiction 
that the marriage was entered Into in good 
faith on the part of the spouse in the uni- 
formed services or that, in the absence of 
such a judgment or decree, such finding of 
good faith is made by the Secretary con- 
cerned or by such person as he may designate 
for the purpose. 

Contract Surgeons 

Sec. 504. Contract surgeons who are serv- 
ing full time with any of the uniformed ser- 
vices shall be entitled to be paid the minimum 
basic pay, the basic allowances, and such 
other allowances as are authorized by this 
Act to be paid to commissioned officers in pay 
grade 0-2. Contract surgeons who are serv- 
ing part time with any of the uniformed ser- 
vices shall be entitled to receive the allow- 
ances for travel and transportation prescribed 
pursuant to this Act under the same condi- 
tions and in the same amount as are ap- 
plicable to commissioned officers. 

Enlisted Persons—Clothing Allowance 

Sec. 505. The President may prescribe 
the quantity and”kind of clothing which shall 
be furnished annually to enlisted men of the 
Army, the Navy, the Air Force, the Marine 
Corps, the Coast Guard, the Naval Reserve, 
the Marine Corps Reserve, the National 
Guard, the Air National Guard, the National 
Guard of the United States, the Air National 
Guard of the United States, the Organized 
Reserve Corps, the Air Force Reserve, and 
the Coast Guard Reserve, and he may pre- 
scribe the amount of a cash allowance to be 
paid to such enlisted men in any case in 
which clothing is not so furnished to them. 

Allowance—Shore Patrol Duty 


Sec. 506. Officers, Midshipmen, and cadets 
of the Navy, the Marine Corps, and the Coast 
Guard when absent from a vessel or desig- 
nated post of duty while assigned to shore 
patrol duty may be paid their actual ex- 
penses. 

Pay and Allowances—Enlisted Men-— 
Philippine Scouts—Insular Force of 
the Navy 

Sec. 507. (a) The pay and allowances of 
whatever nature and kind to be authorized 
for the enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
shall be fixed by the Secretary of the Army 
and shall not exceed or be of other classes 
than those now or which may hereafter be 
authorized by law for enlisted men of the 
Regular Army. 

(b) The pay and allowances of whatever 
nature and kind to be authorized for the en- 
listed men of the insular force of the Navy 
shall be fixed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
and shall not exceed or be of other classes 
than those now, or which may hereafter be 
authorized by law. for enlisted men of the 
Regular Navy. 

Pay and Allowances—Cadets and Midshipmen 





Sec. 508. Cadets at the United States Mill- 





tary Academy, midshipmen at the Uniteg 
States Naval Academy, and cadets at the 
Coast Guard Academy shall be entitled to re 
ceive pay at the rate of $936 per annum, and 
to receive allowances as now or hereafter 
provided by law for midshipmen in the Navy, 
and to transportation, including reimburse 
ment of traveling expenses, while traveling 
under orders as a cadet or midshipman. 


Assimilation To Pay and Allowances of 
Commissioned Officers 


Sec. 509. The provisions of titles II and I 
of this Act shall apply equally to those per. 
sons serving, not as commissioned officers in 
any of the uniformed services, but whose pay 
or allowances, or both, under existing law 
are assimilated to the pay and allowances of 
a commissioned officer of any grade or rank 
of any of the uniformed services. 

Daily Rate of Pay and Allowances 

Sec. 510. Members of the uniformed ser- 
vices who shall become entitled to receive any 
pay and allowances authorized by this Act for 
a continuous period of less than one month 
shall be entitled to receive such pay and al- 
lowances for each day of such period at the 
rate of one-thirtieth of the monthly amount 
of such pay and allowances, and the thirty- 
first day of a calendar month shall not be ex- 
cluded from the computation. 


Retired and Retainer Pay of Members on 

Retired Lists or Receiving Retainer Pay 

Sec. 511. On and after the effective date of 
this section (1) members of the uniformed 
services heretofore retired (08 zsasons other 
than_for physica disa y, (2) members 
heretofore erred to the Fleet Reserve 
or the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, and (3) 
members of the Army Nurse Corps or the 
Navy Nurse Corps heretofore retired under 
the Act of May 13, 1926 (44 Stat. 513), shall 
be entitled to receive retired pay, retirement 
pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay, in the 
amount whichever is the greater, computed 
by one of the following methods: (a) The 
monthly retired pay, retainer pay, or equiva- 
lent pay in the amount authorized for such 
members and former members by provisions 
of law in effect on the day immediately pre 
ceding the date of enactment of this Act, or 
(b) monthly retired pay, retirement pay, re 
tainer pay, or equivalent pay equal to 2% 
per centum of the monthly basic pay of the 
highest federally recognized rank, grade, or 
rating, whether under a permanent or tempo- 
rary appointment, satisfactorily held, by such 
member or former member, as determined by 
the Secretary concerned, and which such 
member, former member, or person would be 
entitled to receive if serving on active duty in 
such rank, grade, or rating, multiplied by the 
number of years of active service creditable to 
him: Provided, That for the purpose of the 
computation of (b) above, fractions of one 
half year or more of active service shall be 
counted as a whole year: Provided further, 
That in no case shall such retired pay, re 
tainer pay, or equivalent pay exceed 75 per 
centum of the monthly basic pay upon which 
the computation is based: Provided further, 
That for the purposes of this section, the term 
“active service’ as used herein shall mean all 
service as a member or as a former member 
of the uniformed services, or as a nurse, or aS 
a contract nurse prior to February 2, 1901, 
or as a reserve nurse subsequent to February 
2, 1901, or as a contract surgeon, or as a con- 
tract dental surgeon, or as an acting dental 
surgeon, or as a veterinarian in the Quarter- 
master Department, Cavalry? or Field Artil- 
lery, or as an Army field clerk or as a field 
clerk, Army Quartermaster Corps, while on 
the active list or on active duty or while 
participating in full-time training or other 
full-time duty provided for or authorized in 
the National Defense Act, as amended, the 
Naval Reserve Act of 1938, as amended, or in 
other provisions of law, including participa 
tion in exercises or performance of the duties 
provided for by sections 5, 81, 92, 94, 97 and

1087), shall have his retired pay computed 
as authorized by the aforesaid title ITI on the 
basis of the pay provided for in this Act: 
Provided, That, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions of section 305 of the Act of June 29, 
1948 (62 Stat. 1089), any member or former 
member of the Naval Reserve or Marine 
Corps Reserve heretofore placed on the 
Honorary Retired List of the Naval Reserve 
or Marine Corps Reserve with pay as provided 
in sections 309 and 310 of the Naval Reserve 
Act of 1938 (52 Stat.

Retired Pay Grade of Certain Warrant 
Officers and Enlisted Persens 


Sec. 513. Any enlisted person or warrant 
officer of the uniformed services who served 
in World War I, heretofore or hereafter re- 
tired for any reason, shall (1) be advanced 
on the retired list of the service concerned 
to the highest. federally recognized officer 
rank or grade satisfactorily held by such en- 
listed person or warrant officer under a per- 
manent or temporary appointment for any 
period of service between April 6, 1917, and 
November 11, 1918, and (2) if not entitled 
to receive retired pay or disability retire- 
ment pay based on a higher officer rank or 
grade by some other provision of law, be 
entitled to receive retired pay or disability 
retirement pay computed on the basis of the 
officer rank or grade to which previously ad- 
vanced on a retired list or computed on the 
basis of the officer grade or rank authorized 
by this section. Provided, That enlisted per- 
sons and warrant officers of the uniformed 
Services, heretofore or hereafter advanced on 
the retired list to a higher officer rank or 
grade pursuant to any provision of law shall, 
if application threfor is made to the Secre- 
tary concerned within one year from the 
effective date of this section or within one 
year after the date of advancement on the 
retired list, whichever is the later, and sub- 
ject to the approval of the Secretary con- 
cerned, be restored to their former retired 
enlisted or warrant-officer status, as the case 
May be, and shall thereafter be deemed to be 
enlisted or warrant-officer personnel, as ap- 
Propriate. for all purposes, including the 
computation of their retired pay based on 
such enlisted or warrant-officer rank, grade, 
or rating, as the case may be. 


Retired Members and Former Members 
Serving on Active Duty 
Sec. 514. Retired members and former 
members of the uniformed services, includ- 
ing members of the Fleet Reserve and the 
Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, shall, when 
Serving on active duty, be entitled to receive 
the pay and allowances to which entitled by 
the provisions of this Act for the grade or 
rank in which they are serving on such ac- 
tive duty, and shall, when on such active-duty 
Status, have the same pay and allowance 
rights while on leave of absence or while sick 
as members of the uniformed services entitled 
to receive basic pay of similar grade or rank, 
and, if death occurs when on active-duty sta- 
tus, while on leave of absence, or.while sick, 
their dependents shall not thereby be de- 
Prived of any of the benefits provided in the 
Act of December 17, 1919 (41 Stat. 367: 10 
U. S. C. 903), as amended, and in the Act of 

June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 824; 34 U. S.C. 943), 

as amended. 

Provision to Retain Present Compensation 
and to Limit the Application of the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act 

of 1942, As Amended 


Sec. 515. (a) No member serving on active 
duty on the effective date of this Act shall, 
Prior to July 1, 1952, and while serving on 
continuous active duty, including for the pur- 
34 of such continuous active-duty service 
nm a reenlistment entered into within three 
months from the date of last discharge, suffer 
any reduction by reason of this Act in the 

compensation which he is entitled to 
Teceive under any provision.of law in effect 
on the day immediately preceding such effec- 





tive date: Provided, That (1) the provisions 
of this subsection shall cease to apply to such 
member whenever he shall become entitled to 
receive total compensation in excess of the 
amount to which he was entitled on the day 
preceding such effective date; and (2) the 
provisions of this subsection shall cease to 
apply to any part of such total compensation 
upon the failure of such member to qualify 
therefor: Provided further, That for the 
purposes of this subsection the computation 
of such total compensation shall not include 
contributions by the Government under the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942, as amended, travel and transportation 
allowances, per diem and station allowances, 
pay of court stenographers of the Army and 
Air Force, enlistment allowance, or reenlist- 
ment bonuses. 

(b) Any member who, on the effective date 
of this Act, is serving in an enlistment con- 
tracted prior to the date of enactment of this 
Act, or any member whose enlistment termi- 
nated in the period between the date of enact- 
ment and the effective date of this Act, both 
dates inclusive, and who has entered into a 
new enlistment within one month of such 
termination shall not, prior to the expiration 
of the enlistment or reenlistment described 
above, or July 1, 1952, whichever is earlier, 
suffer any reduction by reason of this Act 
in the total compensation which he is entitled 
to receive under any provision of law in effect 
on the day immediately preceding the effec- 
tive date of this Act: Provided, That for the 
purposes of this subsection, unless otherwise 
provided, the compufation of such total com- 
pensation shall not include travel and trans- 
portation allowances, per diem and station 
allowances, pay of court stenographers of the 
Army and Air Force, enlistment allowance, 
or reenlistment bonuses, and following that 
date which is the last day of the sixth calen- 
dar month following the month in which this 
Act is enacted, shall not include the contri- 
bution by the Government under the provi- 
sions of the Servicemen’s Dependents Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, as amended, to monthly 
family allowance (1) for a father or mother 
dependent for substantial support or (2) for 
a father or mother dependent for chief sup- 
port when a monthly family allowance is 
authorized for a wife or child of such mem- 
ber or (3) for a brother or sister dependent 
for chief or substantial support, but shall in- 
clude other contributions by the Government 
under the Servicemen’s Dependents Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, as amended: Provided 
further, That, notwithstanding the provisions 
of the preceding proviso, in the case of any 
member who, on the effective date of this Act, 
is serving in an enlistment or reenlistment 
which was contracted prior to July 1, 1946, 
such member shall not, prior to the expira- 
tion of such enlistment or reenlistment or 
July 1, 1952, whichever is earlier, suffer any 
reduction by reason of this Act in the total 
compensation which he is entitled to receive 
under any provision of law in effect on the 
day immediately preceding the effective date 
of this Act, the computation of such total 
compensation, for the purpose of this proviso 
only, not to include travel and transportation 
allowances, per diem and station allowances, 
pay of court stenographers of the Army and 
Air Force, enlistment allowance, or reenlist- 
ment bonuses, but shall include all contribu- 
tions by the Government under the Service- 
men’s Dependents Allowance Act of 1942, as 
amended: Provided further, That (1) the 
provisions of this subsection shall cease to 
apply to such member whenever he shall be- 
come entitled to receive total compensation 
under the provisions of this Act in excess of 
the amount of such total compensation to 
which he was entitled on the day preceding 
the effective date of this Act; and (2) the pro- 
visions of this subsection shall cease to apply 
to any part of such total compensation upon 
the failure of such member or his dependent 
or dependents to qualify therefor or to be 
entitled thereto: Provided further, That when 
a member is furnished Government quarters 
adequate for himself, if without dependents, 
or adequate for himself and dependents, if 
with dependents, the total sum saved for him 
by this subsection shall be reduced by the 
cash value of the basic allowance for quarters 
established under section 302 of this Act: 
And provided further, That in the case of any 
enlisted person on active duty on the effec- 
tive date of this Act whose total compensa- 
tion, not including travel and transportation 
allowances, per diem and station allowances, 
pay of court stenographers of the Army and 
Air Force, enlistment allowance, or reenlist- 
ment bonuses, but including the amount of 
the Government’s contribution to such mem- 
ber’s dependents under Servicemen’s Depend- 
ents Allowance Act of 1942, as amended, on 
the day immediately preceding the effective 
date of this Act, exceeds the amount of the 
total compensation to which he would become 
entitled under the provisions of this Act, not 
including any Government contributions to 
his dependents under the Servicemen’s De- 
pendents Allowance Act of 1942, as amended, 
he shall, if application is made within one 
year from the effective date of this Act, be 
discharged by the Secretary concerned.

Provisions Relating to Increase of Retired 
Pay by Active Duty 


Sec. 516. Members and former members of 
the uniformed services, including members 
of the Fleet Reserve and the Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve, who have been, or may here- 
after be, retired or transferred to the Fleet 
Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps Reserve and 
entitled to receive retired pay, retirement 
pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay com- 
puted under the provisions of this or any 
other Act, shall be entitled, subject to the 
provisions hereinafter listed, to receive in- 
creases in such retired pay, retirement pay, 
retainer pay, or equivalent pay for all active 
duty performed after retirement or transfer 
to the Fleet Reserve or the Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve: Provided, That the retired 
pay, retirement pay, retainer pay, or equiva- 
lent pay to which such member or former 
member shall be entitled upon his release 
from active duty shall be computed by multi- 
plying the years of service creditable to him 
for purposes of computing retired pay, re- 
tirement pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay 
at the time of his retirement or transfer plus 
the number of years of subsequent active 
duty performed by him by 2% per centum, 
and by multiplying the product thus obtained 
by the base and longevity pay or the basic 
pay, as the case may be, of the rank or grade 
in which he would be eligible, at the time of 
his release from active duty, to be retired or 
transferred except for the fact that he is 
already a retired person or a member of the 
Fleet Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve: Provided, That for the purpose of 
computing increases in retired pay, retire- 
ment pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay 
of any member or former member, fractions 
of one-half year or more of active duty per- 
formed subsequent to retirement or transfer 
by such member or former member shall be 
counted as a whole year: Provided further, 
That in the case of an officer heretofore re- 
tired with pay computed at a rate of either 
3 or 4 per centum as the multiplier for each 
year of service allowed in the computation of 
the retired pay, active duty performed sub- 
sequent to the effective date of this section 
shall not increase the retired or retirement 
pay for such officer upon his return to re- 
tired status unless such officer elects to have 
his retired or retirement pay computed by 
one of the two methods provided in section 
511 of this Act, subject to the limitations im- 
posed therein: And provided further, That in 
no event shall retired pay, retirement pay, 
retainer pay, or equivalent pay exceed 75 
per centum of the active-duty pay or basic 
pay which such person would ‘be entitled to 
receive if he were serving on active duty in 
the rank or grade which is the basis for the 
computation of his retired pay, retirement 
pay, retainer pay, or equivalent pay. 


Saving Provision and Amendments Relating 
to Members of the Marine Band 


Sec. 517. (a) Section 11 of the Act of March 
4, 1925, as amended. by section 1 (c) of the 
Act of June 29, 1946 (60 Stat. 343; 34 U. S. C. 
701), is hereby further amended to read as 
follows: 

“Sec. 11. The band of the United States 
Marine Corps shall consist of one leader, who 
shall’ be paid the basic pay, the basic allow- 
ances, and such other allowances as are 
authorized by the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 to be paid to commissioned officers 
in pay grade O-3 and with the same number 
of cumulative years of service; one second 
leader, who shall be paid the basic pay, the 
basic allowances, and such, other allowances 
as are authorized by the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949 to be paid to warrant officers in 
pay grade W-3 and with the same number of 
cumulative years of service, and such other 
personnel in such numbers and distributed in 
such grades and ranks as the Secretary of 
the Navy may determine necessary and ap- 
propriate: Provided, That hereafter during 
concert tours approved by the President, per- 
sonnel of the Marine Band shall suffer no loss 
of allowances.”’ 

(b) Personnel of the band of the United 
States Marine Corps serving under appoint- 
ments authorized by law in effect on the date 
of enactment of this Act who may be ap- 
pointed to appropriate grades or ranks in 
consequence of the amendment of such law 
by subsection (a) of this section shall not 
suffer by reason of such appointment any 
reduction in the pay and allowances to which 
they would have been entitled either in their 
current enlistment or during any subsequent 
enlistment or after transfer to the Fleet Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve or to the retired list. No 
former member of the band of the United 
States Marine Corps who has been heretofore 
retired or heretofore transferred to the Fleet 
Marine Corps Reserve shall suffer any reduc- 
tion in retirement or retainer pay to which 
he would otherwise have been entitled but for 
enactment of this Act. 

Saving Provision Relating to Former 

Lighthouse Service and Former Bureau 

of Marine Inspection Personnel 

Sec. 518. Nothing contained in this Act 
shall be construed to diminish any of the 
rights, benefits, and privileges authorized and 
conferred— 

(1) by the Act of August 5, 1939 (53 Stat. 
1216), as amended by the Act of June 24, 
1948 (Public Law 761, Eightieth Congress), 
upon personne! of the former Lighthouse Ser- 
vice; and 
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(2) by the Act of July 23, 1947 (61 Stat. 
411), for personnel of the categories described 
in sections 3 (6), 5 (7), and 6 (5) of said Act, 
who were commissioned, appointed, or enlist- 
ed in the regular Coast Guard pursuant to 
said Acts of August 5, 1939, and July 23, 1947, 
respectively. 


Saving Provision Relating to Members and 
Former Members Receiving Retirement Pay 
on Date of Enactment of This Act 


Sec. 519. Any member or former member 
of the uniformed services or any person en- 
titled to the rights, benefits, and privileges of 
a member or former member of the uniformed 
services, including any person entitled to the 
benefits provided in the Act of May 7, 1948 
(62 Stat. 211), who on the date of enactment 
of this Act, is receiving or is entitled to re- 
ceive retired or retirement pay pursuant to 
any provision of law, shall, notwithstanding 
the provisions of this Act, be entitled to con- 
tinue to receive or shall continue his entitle- 
ment to receive that retired or retirement pay 
which such member or former member is en- 
titled to receive under any provision of law 
in effect on the ddy preceding date of enact- 
ment of this Act. 


Saving Provision Relating to Laws Providing 
for Pay Repealed by This Act 

Sec. 520. Any provision of law which, on 
the date of enactment of this Act, entitles any 
person to be retired, to receive pay, retired 
pay, retirement pay, or retainer pay, or other 
monetary benefit, and which is directly re- 
pealed, impliedly repealed, or amended by 
the provisions of this Act, shall, if the en- 
titlement of such person to such retirement, 
pay, retired pay, retirement pay, retainer 
pay, or other monetary benefit is saved by the 
provisions of this Act, be continued in full 
force and effect for such entitlement and for 
such a time as such entitlement may exist. 


Provisions of the Public Health Service Act 
Amended and Repealed 


Sec. 521. The following sections, subsec- 
tions, and other provisions of the Act of July 
1, 1944 (ch. 373, 58 Stat. 682), as amended, 
are amended or repealed as hereinafter in 
this section indicated: 

(a) Wherever the words “pay and pay 
period’ appear in subsection (d) of section 
207, such words shall be deleted and the 
words ‘‘basic pay’’ shall be substituted in lieu 
thereof. 

(b) Subsections (b) and (d) of section 208 
are repealed. Subsections (c), (e), (f), (8), 
and (h) of said section are redesignated as 
subsections (b), (c), (ad), (e), and (f), re 
spectively. Subsection (a) and the subsection 
herein redesignated as subsection (e) of said 
section are amended as follows: 

‘““(a) Commissioned officers of the Regular 
and Reserve Corps shall be entitled to receive 
such pay and allowances as are now or may 
hereafter be authorized by law.”’ 

**(e) Whenever any noncommissioned officer 
or other employee of the Service is assigned 
for duty which the Surgeon General finds re- 
quires intimate contact with persons afflicted 
with leprosy, he may be entitled to receive, 
as provided by regulations of the President, 
in addition to any pay or compensation to 
which he may otherwise be entitled, not more 
than one-half of such pay or compensation. 

(c) Subsection (g) of section 210 is amend- 
ed by deleting therefrom the words ‘incurred 
in line of duty’’ wherever they appear. 

(d) Section 211 is amended by repealing 
subsection (a) thereof; by redesignating sub- 
sections (b), (¢), (d), (e), (f), (g), and (h) 
thereof as subsections (a), (b), (c), (d), (e), 
(f), and (g), respectively; and by changing 
“subsection (c)’’ to ‘‘subsection (b)"’ in the 
subsection hereby redesignated as subsection 
(a). The subsections hereby redesignated as 
subsections (b), (c), and (g) of said section 
are amended to read: 

““(b) (1) Any commissioned officer of the 
Regular Corps who at the time of his orig- 
inal appointment was more than forty-five 
years of age shall upon his retirement for 
age pursuant to subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion be entitled to retired pay at the rate of 
4 per centum of his active pay at the time 
of such retirement for each twelve months 
of active commissioned service, including any 
such service in the Army, Navy, or Coast 
Guard, but in no case more than 75 per 
centum of such active pay. 

**(2) The retired pay of an officer, who is 
retired pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section or pursuaut to paragraph (1) of this 
subsection and who has served four years or 
more as Surgeon General, Deputy Surgeon 
General, or Assistant Surgeon General, shall 
be based on the pay of the highest grade held 
by him as such Surgeon General, Deputy 
Surgeon General, or Assistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral. 

“‘(e) In time of war, a commissioned offi- 
cer who has been retired under the provisions 
of subsection (a) of this section may, in ac- 
cordance with regulations of the President, 
be recalled to active duty. 

“‘(g) A commissioned officer shall be re- 
tired or separated from the Service for physi- 
cal disability depending upon his eligibility 
for such retirement or separation under other 
provisions of law and be paid such retire-

Gen. Devers Report 
(Continued from First Page) 
discussed. 


Many recently adopted training fea- 
tures are mentioned in the report. They 
include the complete “Aggressor” force 
with fictitious ideology, economic struc- 
ture, and political history. These “enemy” 
forces have distinctive uniform and full- 
size, inflatable rubber replicas of guns, 
tanks, armored cars, planes, and other 
similar items. It has been found that they 
add immeasurably to the realism and 
effectiveness of training exercises. 


Recommendations 


The following is the text of the section 
of the 20,000-word report concerning Gen- 
eral Devers’ recommendations. The prob- 
lems raised here are certain to be dis- 
cussed at length by military leaders. Gen- 
eral Devers’ apparent lack of enthusiasm 
for centralization of functions is cited as 
one point of fundamental variance among 
ranking Army officers. 

General Devers said in his report: 

“In order to increase the efficiency of the 
Army Field Forces through training and 
through the development of doctrine, tech- 
nique, equipment, and facilities, the follow- 
Ing measures are recommended: 

“1. The maintenance of a high standard of 
requirements in the awarding of credit points 
for performance of reserve duty training. 
Such a policy is believed necessary in the 
interests of national security; a relaxation, as 
advocated by some, would adversely affect 
the training of Organized Reserve Corps units 
aad individuals by lowering the morale of 
the active participants and by giving a false 
idea of training requirements to those who 
try to receive ‘something for nothing.’ The 
Intent of the law is to reward active reservists 


for military trainin i i 
g, satisfactoril er- 
formed. ’ 


2. The constant training of reserve com- 
manders to assume the full responsibilities 
Which are theirs as commanders of units. The 
inevitable shortages of funds and Regular 
Army personnel will have to be compensated 
for by Teservists who assume more of the 
responsibilities for the training, administra- 
tion, and supply of their units, if we are to 
ave an active, realistic reserve program. 
3. Continuing joint study to simplify tech- 
niques and procedures in the air support of 
&Tound forces and to resolve problems of 
command relationships in the delivery of 

Such support.

“7, Continuing efforts to reduce the weight 
and bulk of the equipment of the infantry 
division, with a view to air-transportability. 

“8. Study of the logistical support for a 
four-division corps airhead, to resolve the con- 
troversial question of the possibility of large 
airborne operations. 

“9, Assignment of responsibility for mas- 
ter planning of installations to the Office, 
Chief, Army Field Forces, in order to make 
effective use of an existing agency which has 
participated continuously in this project dur- 
ing the postwar period. 

‘10. Provision of badly needed family hous- 
ing on permanent posts under a plan of pay- 
ment from pooled commutation allowances of 
construction costs and incidental charges 
(Ring Plan, first choice; Wherry Plan, second 
choice). 

‘11. Further study of the types and quan- 
tities of fuel-consuming equipment in the 
type field army with respect to over-all fuel 
consumption and ability to maintain that or- 
ganization in an active theater of operations. 

‘12. Consideration of inclusion of one or 
more logistical commands in the Organized 
Reserve Corps troop basis for support of the 
18-25 Division Program. 

“13. Establishment of a joint amphibious 
training center at Little Creek, Va. The Army 
requirements for large-scale amphibious op- 
erations must be given proper consideration. 

“14. Continuation of amphibious training 
of Army troops on a scale of approximately 
one divisional-sized amphibious exercise, in 
conjunction with the Navy and the Air Force, 
each year. The continuation of instruction 





in amphibious staff planning at all service 
schools at the proper levels, and the retention 
of an engineer special brigade, at reduced 
strength in the peacetime troop basis, with its 
station on the east coast of the United States, 
preferably in the Norfolk area. 

‘15. Further study and test of the tactical 
uses of the atomic bomb. 

“16. Restoration to commanders at all 
levels of their authority and responsibilities 
to the end that the Army will have teamwork 
instead of individual action. During and at 
the close of every war there is a very strong 
tendency to take more and more responsibil- 
ity away from the commanders and place it 
in the hands of specialists. Since World War 
II this has been evident in the conduct of 
military justice, food service, career guid- 
ance for enlisted men, and career manage- 
ment of officers. While purposes in these 
plans are excellent and tend to improve the 
Army, their implementation must become de- 
centralized as responsibilities of the com- 
manders. The intent is often stated by the 
proponents of these plans that they are the 
responsibilities of commanders. Actually, the 
restrictions imposed in their implementation 
take away the commanders’ authority and re- 
sponsibilities. 

“17. The firm establishment and mainte- 
nance of high physical and intelligence stand- 
ards in the selection and assignment of per- 
sonnel for duty in combat positions. 

‘18. Enhancement of the prestige of the 
commander at the noncommissioned level by 
a return to a system of titles and insignia that 
will distinguish the noncommissioned leader 
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from the enlisted technician. 

“19. Maintenance of Army Field Forces 
Boards and the Arctic Test Branch at maxi- 
mum authorized strength; augmentation of 
Board No. 2 by an engineer test detachment 
of enlisted men; personnel of Army Field 
Forces Boards be not transferred or reas- 
signed by Army commanders without con- 
currence of the Chief, Army Field Forces; 
place the operation and supervision of the 
four Boards under direct control of this Office. 
There appears to be a tendency to continue 
to reduce the strength of the Army Field 
Forces Boards under the misguided belief 
that tactical troops can do efficient testing 
and evaluation of new equipment. Testing 
expensive and complicated equipment is a 
science, requiring the full time and thought 
of experienced personnel. The cost of these 
Boards, with their specially selected officers 
and well-trained and experienced enlisted test 
sections, is very small when compared to the 
savings they.are effecting, not only In assur- 
ing the acceptance of efficient, well-engi- 
neered equipment but also In assuring the 
rejection of unsuitable equipment which 
would lead to wasted procurement funds. 
These Boards as now constituted are our best 
insurance against unsound expenditure of de- 
velopment and procurement funds.”’

He was 
the husband of Adelita Burruss Jordan 
of Norfolk, daughter of the late Capt.

Born in T.oulsville, Ky.. he was the son 
of the late Capt. Thomas Rowe, Confederate 
Army, and Mrs. Catherine D. Birdwhistell 
Jordan. 

Colonel Jordan was a scion of numerous 
Virginia. Maryland and Tennessee families of 
flustrious 4escent, distinguished in Colonial 
Wars and The House of Burgesses, descended 
from the Lightfoots. Pendletons, Gaines, 
Smiths. Wallers. Thomas’ and Birdwhistells 
of Maryland and Tennessee, was a member 
of the Society of Cincinnati of Virginia, 
through Capt. John Jordan, who was an orig- 
{nal member. 

Colonel Jordan was graduated from West 
Point as a Cadet Captain of the class of 1901, 
was stationed at manv cavalry posts and later 
in the ordnance department. He was a gradu- 
ate of the General Staff School of Leaven- 
worth, Kans.. of the War College, The Army 
Industrial College and The Artillery School 
at Fort Monroe, was detailed early in 1917 
to select Ordnance Sites for Munition Depots 
in France, and sent to an English Ordnance 
School to study their methods. When Gen. 
Clarence C. Williams. Chief of Ordnance, was 
summoned as an emergency consultant to 
Washington, Col. Jordan was the acting 
chief. During his service overseas in 1921 
he was Chief Ordnance Officer in the Rhine- 
land Occupation Zone at Cob'enz, Germany, 
on General Henry Allen's staff. 

Colonel Jordan served a three-year detail 
on The General Staff and subsequently was 
Ordnance Officer on Gen. Paul Malone's staff, 
Baltimore, Md.: Ordnance Officer on General 
Funston’s and General Pershing’s staff at 
Fort Sam Houston. He was in command of 
San Antonio Arsenal during the Mexican Bor- 
der trouble. Immediately after the first World 
War he commanded the largest arsenal in 
the country, at Rock Island, Il. 


He was a 32d Degree Mason and organized 
a Masonic Lodge among the American officers 
in Germany, and on his departure they pre- 
sented him with a handsome loving cup in 
recognition of his outstanding work. He later 
presented the cup to the Army and Navy 
Lodge No. 306, Fort Monroe, of which he was 
amember.

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Pension Plan Approved 

As the Nation continued to watch de- 
velopments this week in the crucial ne- 
gotiations between the steel companies 
and the CIO United Steelworkers, and 
followed closely reports of violence from 
the strike-bound Pennsylvania coal fields, 
the Ford Motor Company and the CIO 
United Auto Workers reached agreement 
in their contract deliberations. 

What resulted from the “endurance” 

sessions of the Ford and union repre- 
sentatives—negotiations ran almost 35 
hours without stop—was a 30-month con- 
tract which provides a pension plan for 
the automobile workers. They will re- 
ceive $100 monthly, including Social Se- 
curity payments, upon reaching the age 
of 65. 
It was believed certain that the Ford 
contract, in which the company agreed to 
shoulder the responsibility for the pay- 
ments, would be an important factor in 
the continuing negotiations affecting the 
steel industry. 

Likewise, economists maintained that 
the Ford contract would provide a basis 
for management-employee negotiations 
among other automobile companies and 
throughout American industry generally. 

Mr. John S. Bugas, Ford vice president, 
estimated the new contract eventually 
would cost his company $20,000,000 a year. 
Under the plan, workers who reach the 
age of 65 or who complete 30 years serv- 
ice may retire voluntarily. Retirement is 
mandatory at the age of 68. The Ford 
company will pay him each month the 
difference between his social security 
benefits and $100.

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Millions for “‘Mothball’’ Fleet 


After General Omar N. Bradley had 
described how the legislation would aid 
the National Defense, the Senate this 
week passed legislation which would pro- 
vide $25,000,000 for the repair of mer- 
chant ships now in the “mothball fleet.” 
General Bradley, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said it would be “highly 
desirable” to patch up 134 vessels in the 
reserve fleet. 

A low bid of $12,690,000 has been sub- 
mitted by the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing and Drydock Company for the con- 
struction of a new diesel-powered pas- 
senger liner for the Mississippi Shipping 
Company, Inc., according to the U. S. 
Maritime Commission. Offered on both 
fixed and adjusted prices, the yard was 
also the low bidder on a ship with na- 
tional defense features under fixed price, 
submitting a bid of $13,960,000. However, 
Ingalls Shipbuilding Corporation, Pas- 
cagoula, was the low bidder on the ad- 
justed price ship with national defense 
features, submitting a bid of $13,762,000. 

The new Delta Line ship will be the 
largest passenger vessel of its type ever 
to be constructed in the United States 
and will provide accommodations for 234 
passengers, carry a crew of 191, and will 
have a capacity of more than 600,000 cu- 
bic feet bale of cargo space.

Navy General Staff 
(Continued from First Page) 
use by sea forces. 

At the time the original study was 
ordered, Rep. Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), Chair- 
man of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, said that it was a move toward 
a powerful general staff for all of the 
military services, and warned that the 
Nation must guard against it. 

The present Navy “staff system”, al- 
though patterned along lines similar to 
the Army.General Staff system down to 
the task force level, lacks the component 
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parts which characterize the General 
Staff not only of the United States but 
of most foreign countries. The Navy does 
not have a General Staff Corps, nor the 
authoritative prescribed manuals and 
doctrines for staff functioning, which are 
included in the Army system. 

These, Navy officers feel, do not and 
cannot be made to apply to the Navy. 
As an example, they point out that the 
cramped quarters on a submarine pre- 
clude the addition of personnel for staff 
work. The Army structure extends down 
to and includes the battalion level. 

Although most Navy officers will agree 
that the system works excellently for the 
Army, they believe that this is true be- 
cause of the high degree of similarity 
between top Army units, and units of 
the lower echelons. Navy units, they 
maintain, become more diverse as they 
pass the task force level, making rules 
and regulations laid down for a carrier 
inapplicable to a submarine or a de- 
stroyer. 

The incorporation of a General Staff 
Corps, they feel, would produce an unde- 
sirable change in the method by which 
Naval officers now reach top command 
assignments. Citing numerous high Army 
officers by name, they point out that these 
officers achieved top command “almost 
entirely” through staff assignments, 
“away from actual contact with troops,” 
whereas the Navy system “practically re- 
quires” an officer to have served in a com- 
mand assignment at sea before he is se- 
lected for a top desk job. 

Little by little, advocates of the Navy 
system point out, the Navy has absorbed 
the doctrines of the General Staff system 
which could be made to work for the 
Navy. They feel that this method of grad- 
ual inculcation of General Staff procedure 
is better than an attempt to take on all 
of the doctrines of the system at once, 
knowing that many of them cannot be 
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made applicable to sea forces. 

In making its recommendations to the 
Navy Secretary, the General Board, 
headed at the time of the study by Rear 
Adm. Edmund H. Burrough, reportedly 
stated that the present Navy system is 
“more flexible and superior to the Gen- 
eral Staff system.” The board pointed out 
that a changeover to the General Staff 
concept would not increase the Navy’s 
peacetime and combat effectiveness, and 
that the present system has proven its 
worth. “Responsible leaders in the Navy,” 
the report said, “are without exception 
opposed to the establishment of a Gen- 
eral Staff system in the Navy.” 





President Praises Army 


Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
this week relayed to Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray the congratulations 
of President Harry S. Truman for the 
achievements of the U. S. Miltary Gov- 
ernment in Germany. “These accom- 
plishments,” the President said, “were 
made possible in large measure by the 
United States Army, which, after playing 
such a significant role in the defeat of 
Germany, turned to what was perhaps 
the greatest single mass relief task in 
history. Thereby it saved millions of Ger- 
mans from starvation and gave the Ger- 
man people the strength and the will to 
win for themselves a place in the family 
of free democratic nations.” 

Arrangements are being made for the 
reproduction of the President’s letter of 
commendation, suitable for framing, to 
be sent to all military and civilian per- 
sonnel who participated in the military 
government of Germany from 1 July 1945 
to 21 Sept. 1949.
